question favorable to Gov. Cornell. The 
**machine,” however, is steaithily attempting 
to smother its expression by preparing its own 
delegates in advance of the District Conven- 
tions and holding them in readiness to do cer- 
tain work at Saratoga. There are well-dis- 
posed gentlemen in this Ulster County machine 
‘who will pass a fair judgment upon Guberna- 
torial candidates, When pressed for their 
honest opinions hardly a machine man will 
be found from the top to the bottom of the 
list who will not admit that the present State 
Administration has been both an agreeable sur- 
prise and a gratifying success. They will not 
deny that it has been the usage in political 
parties, from their earliest formation in 
this State, to indorse a good Executive 
by continuing him in office a second term. 
But the fiat appears to have gone forth that 
Cornell must be beaten at all costs, and the 
Ulster machine man will fall in line to do this 
bidding, casting aside his own manhood and 
sinking his independence in the performance 
of the command. He will tell you 
that he really thought until about 
six weeks ago that Cornell was to 
be renominated with little or no opposition, 
and be re-elected, as a matter of course, There 
is something remarkable about this idea, Not 
nlone the Ulster County man uses the expres- 
sion, but also the men everywhere who are 
counted friends of the President and of Mr. 
Conkling, and consequently enemies of 
Mr. Cornell. In almost every instance 
the period of Mr. Cornell’s decline, in tbeir 
estimation, was about six weeks ago. There 
is something more than a mere coincidence in 
this parrot-like repetition. It has a meaning, 
the real significance of which, however, is 
little known to the many who use it. It 
plainly indicates the part that Roscoe Conk- 
ling is taking in this canvass to destroy Cor- 
nell. It points out as clearly as could be that 
an alliance has been formed between the ex- 
Senator and Jay Gould to wreek the Repub- 
lican Party of this State if possible. 

** About six weeks ago” was the very time 
that Gov. Cornell vetoed the Elevated Rail- 
road Tax bill, whose passage through both 
branches of the Legislature cost Mr. Gould 
and his associates such immense sums of 
money. Tobe exact, the date of that veto 
was the 22d of June. Mr. Conkling was ex- 
ceedingly angered by that veto,for he had 
been retained by Gould to urge the Governor 
to sign the measure. He must have been par- 
ticularly convinced about a week before that 
date that he had undertaken a very heavy 
contract, otherwise he would not have asked 
permission, after he had _ been 
one hearing by the Governor, to sub- 
mit a printed brief. It cannot be said, 
perhaps, that the perusal of that brief was 
quite enough in the Governor’s estimation to 
kill any bill in whose interest it was prepared. 
The fact remains that the brief and the argu- 
ment previously were among the causes that 
contributed to the death of the measure, for 
both were weak, and unsound as well in their 
legal aspects. Mr. Conkling’s crusade against 
Mr. Cerneli might be overlooked as that of a 
vain man whe was determined to get 
back his printed brief, and it might be 
pardoned for its bitterness had he not struck 
hands with the Barabbas of Wall-street, and 
sought to bring common ruin upon the Repub- 
lican Party as well as upon the man who 
represents that party in the Executive 
Chamber. The lordly Roscoe has_ seen 
fit to fix the period at which he began 
te entertain a poor opinion of Mr. Cornell 
at about six weeks ago. His Administration 
friends have echoed his sentiments, and now 
machine men generally have caught the 
phrase, and use it unstintedly in their discus- 
sions of Gov, Cornell’s chances. 

The machine has been strengthened some- 
what of late by the Administration. It is in 
running order and is quietly ‘‘ booming”’ Sec- 
retary Folger. it will support him or any- 
body else that the Administration may name. 
A Postmaster has been given to the Kingston 
machine men, and three or four small positions 
have been secured to the faithful in the Shef- 


field Postal Card Factory at Castleton, a fac- 
tory which turns out tons of § cards 
daily, supplies every Post Office in the 
United States, and must necessarily have 
some Government employes about to superin- 
tend the Government’s interests. The scheme 
of tne Administration has been unfolded in Ul- 
ster County. Local candidates for the Gover- 
norship, who will control the local delegations 
and at the last moment throw them into line 
for the Administration candidate, are wanted 
by the Administration in every county and 
Congressional district in the State. 
The names of Mr. John H, Starin and 
Gen. George H. Sharpe are being 
urged by the machine as candidates in Ulster. 
Mr. Starin has many warm friends here eut- 
side of machine ranks. At the last convention 
be had a number of delegates from Ulster, and 
he may get twothis year. Thefriends of Gen. 
Sharpe, however, will endeavor tosecure as 
inany as possible of the nine delegates to 
which Ulster is entitled. Gen. Sharpe himself 
is not a candidate, and the movement 
in his favor has been set on _ foot 
by some of his friends. There is no reason 
why Ulster should not have a candidate as 
well as any other county, is the argument in 
its behalf. If Gen. Sharpe could take a solid 
deiegation to Saratoga his Administration 
friends would expect him to use it in support 
of the real Administration candidate. 

The conventions in the Second and Third 
Assembly Districts have been called for the 
15th and 16th insts. That in the First District, 
which takes in the river front from Sauger- 
ties down, will be called about the same time. 
{n the First District the machine dominates. 
{f Mr. Cantine, of Saugerties, who is a brother- 
In-iaw of Mr. Starin, can be repressed, for that 

entleman is desirous of going to Saratoga in 
Kir. Starin’s interest, the machine will secure 
a solid Sharpe delegation, in ether words, an 
Administration delegation. Gen. Sharpe will 
lead it. 1f Mr. Cantine consents to give way 
it will probably be in the interest of Mr. 
Sheffield, of the postal card factory, 
before mentioned. The name of tbe third 
delegate has not yet been _ selected. 
In the Second and Third Assembly Districts 
will be deveioned the strength of Gov. Cornell. 
The machine does not so absolutely control 
those two districts as it does the First. The 
farmer who has_ conservative views 
and opinions of his own, dwells 
in those districts. The farmers read care- 
fully all the statistics relating to State 
and local taxation. They have found that 
Gov. Cornell has siaughtered the annual sup- 
ply bill, regardiess alike of the injury to the 
interests of friends or enemies which this 
course inflicted. They have learned that he 
has overhauled the National Guard 
and lopoed off many expenses which 
were annually put down to the 
credit of that body. They have seen every- 
where a tendency toward economical zgov- 
ernment. Such a government means low 
taxes in the country, and the farmer is 
yet to be born who is not impressed favor- 
ably by such a shewing. Party lines 
pre loosely drawn in the country when @

candijate comes up for re-election who has 
already made a good exhibit in the financial 
operations of his office. It was this feeling 
that gave Mr. Tilden such a majority in Ulster 
after his fight with the canal thieves. It 
will be exhibited again this year. if 
the farmers of Ulster are called upon 
to vote for Gov. Cornell at the polls. His 
friends expect to have a word to say in the 
selection of delegates to the State Convention, 
and to send at least four of the nine 
from the county who shall be friendly 
to his renonaination. It is by no 
means certain that Cornell delegates 
may not be in the majority in the county dele- 
gation. The Greene County delegates, just 
across the line, are for Mr. Cornell, and, as the 
interests of the farming sections of both 
counties are identical, that fact is gradually 
having its effect. 

So apparent is it to the machine that Gov. 
Cornell’s strength is back in the rural districts, 
that various tactics have been resorted to to 
keep that portion of the county in igno- 
rance of what is really going on in 
the world. When the Gould-Conk- 
ling combination attacked Gov. Cornell, 
the machine, not out of any particular friend- 
liness toward Mr, Conkling, took care through 
its local organs to circulate the base charges 
against the Governor’s character. When the 
Governor’s straightforward explanation was 
given to the public, these same _ or- 
gans_ carefull abstained from giving 
that an equal circulation, and, in fact, practi- 
cally refrained from making any reference 
whatever to it in theircolumns. [t is a fact 
that there are intelligent farmers back in the 
Catskill region who to this day have never 
seen the Governor’s explanation and do not 
for a certainty know that one has 
ever been made, It is known that 
the farmer, who takes few newspapers, care- 
fully reads whatever he does subscribe for. 
Every inch of space, and every advertise- 
ment even, is scrutinized, and every idea 

resented is well digested by this class 

fore it becomes a part ef their be- 
lief. It is gradually becoming known 
that such an explanation is in existence. 
When it comes to be extensively circulated it 
cannot fail to produce a reaction in the Goy- 
ernor’s favor. The machine, which has at- 
tempted te poison the minds of the country 
people, may yet learn that it has overstepped 
the bounds of prudence. 

aay Gould is well and unfavorably known 
in Ulster County. When the farmer realizes 
that he, of all men, has dared to interfere with 
the Republican Party, and has enlisted Ros- 
coe Conkling in order to punish Gov. Cornell 
for exercising the veto power, there will bea 
revolt which no machine in Ulster County 
will be able to suppress. The older people 
have not forgotten that Jay Gould’s 
career began in this vicinity, and that it 
was marked by the same unscrupulous- 
ness, on a smaller scale, to be sure, that 
has since been exhibited in Wall-street. 
not forgotten that be trundled a wheelbarrow 
and carried a surveyor’s stakes over the coun- 
ty when oid ’Squire Snyder undertook to make 
a careful survey of the various townships. He 
managed to get into a dispute with the old 
man, and then, oo ossessed himself of the 
maps, he went off and had them published by 
a firm which was willing to share the profits. 
Other incidents of his rapacity and rascality 
are cited by the old — of Ulster. Those 
who remember Jay Gould’s transactions in this 
and adjacent counties, remember not a single 
thing to his credit. That a man whose rela- 
tions with Judge Westbrook created such a 
public scandal should assume to control intel- 
ligent and independent Republicans is consid- 
ered too monstrous an offense to be tolerated. 

Before the canvass is many days older the 
up-country Republicans will begin to under 
stand clearly that Roscoe Conkling is the tool

selected by Jay Gould to control the Repub- | 


lican Party and to kill off Gov. Cornell. Mr. 
Conkling has only a handful of ad- 
mirers in Ulster. The machine regards him 
with contempt, and wonders why President 
Arthur does not break with him altogether. 
Some Republicans are bitter enough in their 
denunciations to hold him responsible for the 
murder of President Garfield. Had he pursued 
a different course in the Spring of 1881, they 
argue: had he listened to the advice of Gov. Cor- 
nell, there would have been no war upon the 
Garfield Administration and no such animosity 
aroused as to awaken the murderous fury of a 
Guiteau. Moderation in language does not 
always prevail among Ulster Republicans 
when they think of Gen, Garfield and the 
policy of extermination which this Gould- 
Conkling alliance suggests. 

The machine is compelled to recognize the 
strength of Gov. Cornell with the farmers, and 
has not, therefore,as yet begun anv open 
fight against him. The Democratic leaders, 
on the other hand, express  con- 
siderable concern at the idea of being 
compelled to fight such a 
in the country districts. ‘‘ He is 
Republican who has prestige among the farm 
ers,” said a shrewd Democrat of Kingston, 
*“‘and Im afraid we couldn’t beat him, 
strongly Democratic as this county is.” 
In general conversation machine men 
admit that Secretary Folger would be 
weighed down by the Administration, and 
doubts are expressed as to the propriety of 
nominating him. If the Administration pitches 
upon him, however, there is no alternative for 
the machine delegates but to support him. 
Great pains will be taken to prevent, if 
it is a possible thing, the instruction of 
delegates from any one of the districts, and 
even to prohibit any indorsement ot Gov. 
Cornell’s administration. The Governor's 
friends are aware of all this, and are engaged 
in a counter-movement. The candidacy of 
Mr. Wadsworth is positively sneered at by the 
machine. He is not the sort of man that 
supporters of the Administration want. Mr. 
Wadsworth’s friends here realize this. They 
are, moreover, concerned at the extraordinary 
interest which one of the New-York dailies has 
taken in him, They are unable to determine 
whether it is for the purpose of ‘‘ booming” him 
into or out of existence that his name has been 
so glaringly displayed for the past fortnight. 
Mr. Wadsworth himself is known tc be opposed 
to the sort of tactics that have been introduced 
in his behalf. ** Iam not engaged myself in 
hooting down other candidates for the sake of 
advancing my own interests,” he has been 
heard tosay. Those who know him intimate- 
ly know that this is exactly the case. 

On the other band, the abuse which is heaped 
upon Gov. Corneil by the same organ has, 
singularly enough, inspired a great deal 
of confitience among the Governor's 
friends in Ulster. They remember that 
the same newspaper used the same 
kind of bludgeon fagainst Mr. Tilden 
to break down his canvass in 1874, ‘They re- 
member that exactly the same thing was done 
in 1878, and.they know that as the result he 
carried the State on both occasions. The 
statement is repeated, with a great deal of 
gusto, that as soon as Mr. Tilden found 
that he was being belabored again by 
his newspaper adversary he immediately sent 
out word tofhave that last ‘‘ bar’) rolled back 
into his cellar and headed up again, as it 
wouldn’t be necessary to distribute its contents, 
now that the organ bad fairly taken the field 
against him. 

Naturally, the Fifteenth Congressional Dis- 
trict is strongly Democratic. Schoharie and 
Greene are hidebound Democratic strongholds, 
and,to use an old expression,in some portions of 
them men are still voting for Andrew Jackson 
for the Presidency. Ulster would be quite as 
Democratic if divisions had not crept into that 
party. Judge Westbrook lives here, and the 
whole Westbrook tribe are for John Kelly 
first, last, and all the time. Through 
jealousies among the Democrats’ of 
the three counties two years ago, the present 
Republican Congressman, Mr. Thomas Cor- 
nell, was elected. The machine does not look 
favorably upon his renomination. The Demo- 
crats are endeavoring to unite once more in the 
district and elect a candidate of their own. Mr. 
Cornelt declines to say whether he will again 
be a candidate. The names of Gen. Sharpe 
and Mr. William S. Kenyon have both been 
mentioned as those of the only Re- 
publicans who might possibly carry 
the district. But neither the office of Con- 
gressman nor that of Assemblyman have yet 
been generally discussed, They are not likely 
to be for a fortnight to come.

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THE YELLOWSTONE PARK LEASE. 


PRIVILEGES . GRANTED THE PROJECTORS 
OF THE PARK HOTEL SCHEME. 

Wasuineton, Sept. 1.—In the contract 
signed to-day by the Acting Secretary of the 
Interior, providing for the leasing of certain 
portions of the Yellowstone Park, it is pro- 
vided that the rental shall not exceed $2 per 
acre, and that failure to pay the rent or to re- 
new the lease at the expiration of the term of 
10 years shall cause the property of the 
lessees to revert to the United States, 
and the Government shall make such 
compensation therefor as may be agreed 
upon by Congress. The lessees are 
permitted to cut timber for telegraph poles and 
fuel and mine coal for fuel on the reservation, 
and they are also granted such arable land in 
the reservation as they may need for the rais- 
ing of vegetables, grain, and forage for the 
use of the visitors to the park. The contract 
expressly stipulates that no member or Dele- 
gate to Congress or officer or agent of the Gov- 
ernment shall have any interest in the project.

A VILLAINOUS PLOT FRUSTRATED.

A CONSPIRACY BY THREE MEN TO RUIN 
TWO YOUNG GIRLS. 

Union BripGe, Carroll County, Md., Sept. 
1.—William Theodore Phillips, about 25 years old, a 
married man with two children; George Stone- 
siter, of Mayberry, seven miles north-east of this 
place, the son of a miller, a single man, 20 years 
old, and Edmund Yingling, of this place, a married 
man with two children, entered into an arrange- 
ment about three months ago with Miss Mandela 
Yiagling, Edmund’s sister, and Miss Alice Phillips, 


sister of Willjam L. Phillips,to go to Harrisburg, 
Penn., and there set up “a community” 
of their own. Messrs. Uriah Yingling and 
D. Phillips, fathers of the girls, were tent- 
holders at the Lenwood Camp. During Thursday 
last, while the old folks were at camp, a fitting 
time to their villainous scheme into execution, 
Phillips hired a team from Mr. John Snyder, of this 
place, and drove over to Mayberry. Proceeding 
to Mr. Yimgling’s house, he told Mandela to paek 
her clothes and get ready; that the others would 
meet them at Union Bridge, and they would take 
the evening train and go to their destination. 
They arrived here too late, however, and put up at 
the Union Bridge Hotel as man and wife. Phillips 
bought atrunk here and they paeked their things 
up thatevening. Heat firsttold Mr. Baker, the hotel 
proprietor, that they were a runaway couple} and 
not to “ give them away,” but afterward said they 
were already married and might as well ‘‘own 
up.”’ He also said they wanted to take the first 
train in the morning for Baltimore. George Stone- 
sifer and Alice Phillips reached here about 8 o’clock 
in the morning, and passed the time very lovingly 
in the waiting-room at thestation. Their dream 
of bliss was rudely dispelled by the appearance 
upon the scene of the irate father of Miss Phillips. 
Mr. Yingling had in the meantime come over from 
camp, and, securing the services of Constable 
Jacob Gorsuch, had William Phillips arrested. This 
unlooked-for termination of the affair completely 
upset Alice Phillips and brought on nervous pros- 
tration. Dr. E. O. Mannakes was called and had 
her removed to her home. She is still ili from the 
shock to her nervous system. Wiiliam T. Phillips 
made a ‘’elean breast” of the whole matter before 
Squire Jones. In default of $200 bail he was com- 
mitted to Westminster Jail. The others were sim- 
ply docketed as witnesses. 

The blame of the whole thing is charged by 
Phillips to Edmund Yingling, who, he says, 
concocted the scheme, and who was willing 
to sacrifice his own sister in order that he 
might carry out his designs against an inno- 
cent, confiding girl. It is said that he pro- 
voked a quarrel with his wife in order that he 
might have some excuse for leaving her, and that 
the maimed hand, which he claims to have injured 
while at work, was a caused by beating his 
wife on the head. Phillips, it is said, sold his 
watch, some poultry, and other things, from 
which he realized about $60. With this he 
purchased a liberal supply of whisky and cigars 
and indulged freely in both, inviting several 
persons to drink with him in the magistrate’s of- 
fice. He has a character for general worthlessness 
and is of little account. Mr. Phillips senior is a re- 
spectable farmer and stone mason of Mayberry. Mr. 
Uriah Yingling, father of Edmund and Mandela, isa 
well-to-do and highly respected farmer. Mandela 
is in her eighteenth year, while Alice is only 16. 
Both girls are rather prepossessing, and being 
young and easily intiuenced fell easy victims to the 
wiles of the designing scoundrels who sought their

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CROPS WEST AND SOUTH. 

Ra.eicH, N. C., Sept. 1.—The North Caro- 
lina Department of Agriculture has crop reports 
from 66 counties, making 370,000 bales of cotton, 
aecording to the census returns. The reports place 
the average condition of the crop at 80 per 
cent. The weather has been too wet, but 
an open Fall and late frost will advance 


the condition of the crop materially. Seventy-two 
counties report the condition of corn at 108 per 
cent. Thirty-two counties, grewing 24,000,000

sus returns, report< the average condition 
of the crop at 100 per cent. The 
jeld of wheat and oats is exceptionally 
eavy, running 6,000,000 and 8,000,000 bushels re- 
spectively. The rice cron in 20 counties averages 
95 percent. The weather is favorable for the ma- 
turing of all crops.

DUBLIN UNDER MOB RULE

THE CITY LEFT WITHOUT A PO- 
LICH FORCE. 

MORE THAN 200 OFFICERS DISMISSED AND 
620 RESIGN IN CONSEQUENCE—A MOB 
IN THE STREETS—NO OVERT ACTS THUS 
FAR REPORTED—LARGE BODIES OF 
MILITARY IN THE CITY. 

Dustin, Sept. 1.—More than 300 mem- 
bers of the Metropolitan Police force have 
been dismissed. It is expected that hundreds 
of others will resign. Great excitement pre- 
vails in the city. All the Police stations are 
occupied by streng guards of military. The 
dismissed policemen are all those who attended 
the meeting here last night, at which the con- 
duct of Capt. Talbot, the Chief Superintend- 
ent, was strongly denounced. The dismissals, 


in all, number 234. Capt. Talbot announced 
the dismissals, the Police being paraded in the 
Castle-yard for the purpose. It is said there 
will be a general strike of the force to-night. 
Detachments of the Sixtieth Rifles, each ac- 
companied by a magistrate, occupy every Po- 
lice station. A proclamation has been widely 
posted declaring that the services of special 
constables are necessary, and calling upon all 
loyal subjects to come forward and undertake 
the duty. Tbe proclamation justifies the dis- 
missals, pointing to the disobedience of the 
Police, who were forbidden to hold a meeting.

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A BRITISH STEAMER WRECKED. 
THE LAKE NEPIGON ASHORE ON THE IRISH 
COAST—-THE PASSENGERS LANDED. 
Lonpon, Sept. 1.—The coast guard at 
Wicklow, eastern coast of Ireland, telegraph 
that the British steamer Lake Nepigon, Capt. 
Campbell, which sailed from Liverpool yester- 
day for Montreal, went aground this morning 
on Arklow Bank. One boat containing part 
of the crew and a number of the passengers of 
the steamer arrived at Wicklow at 9 o’clock 
this morning. Five boats are yet missing. 
The steamer will probably prove a total loss. 
She had on board 23 saloon and 79 steerage 
passengers and a crew numbering 53 persons, 
The chief officer telegraphs that the saloon 
passengers who arrived at Wicklow in his 
boat are Mr. and Mrs. F. Taylor and two chil- 
dren, Mesdames Haldane and McKinnell, and 
Misses Pigott and Drummond. There were 
also in the boat 12 steerage passengers, 3 sea- 
men, the carpenter, the store-keeper, a fire- 

man, and the stewardess. 

A later telegram announces that another 
boat, with 52 persons, has arrived at Grey- 
stones. A correspondent at Wicklow tele- 
graphs that all the boats of the Lake Nepigon 

ave safely arrived at different points, and 
that there has been no loss of life. 

LIVERPOOL, Sept. 1.—The agents of the 
Lake Nepigon state that 52 of her passengers 
have been landed at Greystones. The other 
boats are making for Wicklow, it is reported, 
in tow. The Captain is standing by the ship, 
which, according to advices received this 
morning, is not making any water.

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ALL QUIET IN EGYPT. 
SKIRMISHING AND RECONNOITRING, BUT NO 
BATTLE—TEL-EL-KEBIR STRONGLY FOR- 
TIFIED. 


ALEXANDRIA, Sept. 1.—Forty seamen 
from the iron-clad Minotaur and a company 
of the Fifty-third Regiment quietly approached 
the Egyptian positioa opposite Ramleb last 
evening and succeeded in blowing up with 
gun-cotton a house on the canal, which has 
long been a point of vantage to Arabi’s sharp- 
shooters. The operation was not interrupted 
by the Egyptians. News has been received 
from the interior that Arabi Pasha is selling 
European property to natives. Several well- 
known properties belonging to Europeans 
have been confiscated and sold, and the names 
of the native purchasers given. 

Mabmoud Fehmy, Arabi Pasha’s chief en- 
gineer and military adviser, who was recently 
captured by the British, arrived here to-day 
in the troop-ship Euphrates, and was handed 
over to the Egyptian authorities, the Khédive 
first guaranteeing that he would not be put to 
death without the consent of the British. 
After being questioned by the Egyptian Min- 
isters concerning Arabi Pasha’s movements 
he was conducted under a strong guard to the 
Prefecture of Police, where he is under the 
custody of four European and four native 
guards, Drafts from the Thirty-eighth and 
Forty-ninth Regiments have been landed from 
the troop-ship Malabar. She has proceeded 
with the remainder of her troops to Ismailia. 

Gen. Sir Evelyn Wood has contracted his 
lines at Ramleh, thus strengthening his posi- 
tion. News has been received from Cairo that 
Arabi Pasha publishes there daily reports of 
English defeats with immense losses, There 
are erly 1,500 troops there, and they are not 
to be relied on. 

KASSASIN, Sept. 1.—The report that Arabi 
Pasha has requested an armistice is not gen- 
erally credited. 

Reschid Bey assumed command of the Egyp- 
tian forces at Tel-el-Kebir after the cap- 
ture of Mahmoud Fehmy. The superiority 
hitherto possessed by the Egyptian artillery 
will be reversed when the day of assault ar- 
rives, as the British will have the whole of 
their batteries on the spot. 

Por? Saib, Sept. 1.—Only slight skirmishes 
have taken place at the tront during the past 
few days. News received here confirms the 
report that Arabi Pasha is withdrawing his 
troops to Tel-el-Kebir, leaving at Kafr-el- 
Dwar only those necessary to hold the position. 

The English Admiralty owes the Suez Canal 
Company £72,000 for the transit of transports 
and men-of-war to date. The transports from 
Alexandria, with the Highland Brigade on 
board, have arrived here and proceeded down 
the canal. 


ISMAILIA, Sept. 1.—After the return of the 
Indian cavalry from the reconnoitring expedi- 


| tion yesterday morning, the Egyptian cavalry 
| returned the visit by galloping up and survey- 


ing Kassasin from a distance. During the re- 
connoissace by the cavalry a fresh intrenched 
camp was discovered 10 miles from Kassasin. 
After their first experience in Egypt, and 
after many sunstrokes, the soldiers have be- 
come somewhat acclimated and are set- 
tling down and becoming more comfortable. 
A fresh reconnoissance shows that Tel-el-Kebir 
is strongly intrenched, the fresh water 
canal forming a natural defense, There 
is reason tO suppose that Arabi 
Pasha forced many of his men 
to work on the trenches, even in chains. Two 
manacles covered with blood were picked up 
on the field of battle. Sixty-nine dead Egyp- 
tians still remain on the scene of the cavalry

Two engines arrived to-day from Suez, 
making three now available, and, as 
there are plenty of trucks, no difficulty 
is now found in keeping the front well 
supphed. Major Ardagh Zoharab Bey, with a 
troop of lancers, has gone out to meet Bedouin 
chiefs and endeavor te wean them from Arabi 
Pasha. A naval brigadeis forming, and will 
soon go to the front with machine guns.

In a dispatch dated Ismailia, Sept. 1, Gen. 
Wolesley says: ‘‘Nearly every one at the 
front is under canvas, and those who are not 
in tents are sheltered by reeds ef Indian corn, 
which is plentiful at Kassasin. I hope to se- 
cure the aid of some Bedouins shortly, with 
camels,’’ 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 1.—The Porte has 
suggested another slight modification of the 
military convention with Great Britain, in 
regard to a landing piace for Turkish troops in 
Egypt. Lord Dufferin, the British Ambassa- 
dor, has telegraphed to his Government for in- 
structions.

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CHIEF ENGINEER WOOD DROWNED.

THROWN OUT OF A SAILING-BOAT NEAR 
POINT LOOKOUT—THE BODY NOT YET 
RECOVERED. 


BALTIMORE, Sept. 1.—Intelligence was re- 
ceived here to-day of the drowning of Chief 
Engineer William W. Wood, United States 
Navy, on Thursday morning, while sailing 
in Smith’s Creek, near Point Lookout. 
He was in company with his friend and 
tenant, Mr. H. Sprague Tave,who narrowly escaped 
the same fate. Mr. Tave, who came to Baltimore 
from the Potomac on the steamer Sue this 
morning for the purpose of communicating the 
sad intelligence to Col. Wood’s family in 


Washington, stated that on the morning of 
Thursday Col. Wood and himself embarked in 
a Potomac canoe, for the purpose of sailing 
round from Smith’s Creek, Lower St. Mary’s 
County, to Poiat Lookout, to purcbase some 
timber. Upon clearing the creek and reaching 
the Potomac, Col. Wood found the weather 
so boisterous that he suggested that they 
should turn back, in which Mr. Tave ccncurred. 
Aecordingly, they put about and _ returned 
into Smith’s Creek. Mr. Tave was steeering the 
canoe with a large double-handed oar, while Col. 
Wood held the sheet of the sail. Upon approaching 
Tennison’s wharf the boat was struck bya flaw 
of wind which caused the sail to jerk the sheet- 
rope from Col. Wood’s hands. The boat, from 
the weight of the two gentlemen, who were sitting 
well up on the windward gunwale, tipped 
over, throwing them both into the water. Mr. 
Tave, being an experienced yachtsman, hung onthe 
stern, but Col. Wood, falling over on his back, lost 
his hold and the boat sped along leaving him 
behind. Mr. Tave leaped back into the boat 
and threw Col. Wood a large oar, and also a life- 
preserver, both of which Col. Wood succeeded in 
catching hold of and then buoyed himself up. The 
boat immediately after filled with water and fell 
over on her side, but Mr. Tave succeeded in right- 
png her again, and as soon as he could bail her out 
turned back for the rescue of Col. Wood, who he 
perceived was trying to take off his over- 
coat. In doing this he let go his hold of 
the oar and life-preserver, and before the 
boat could reach him, Mr. Tave having only a 
small paddle left, sank below the surface, and Mr. 
Tave had the misfortune to see his friend 
drown before his eyes within 50 yards of the 
boat. Inthe meantime, the accident having been 
witnessed by the farm hands at Intland, the resi- 
dence of Col. Wood, they promptly ran down to 
the boat-house and pushed off to the rescue in 
the Colonels own gig, but arrived on the scene too 
late to be of use. Up tothe time ef the sailing of 
the steamer Sue, on Thursday, the body had not 
been recovered, although immediate and diligent 
search was made by a great number of experienced 
waterman and the creek dragged with seines. 

Chief Engineer Wood had been in the service of 
the Government for more than 37 vears. He was 
born in North Carolina, but was appointed from 
New-York March 15, 1845, with the rank of 
Chief Engineer. His first station was the 
Navy-yard, Pensacola, where he remained 
two years. Next he did special duty at Boston 
for a short time, and during 1850-53 he was 
on board the steamer Saranac, of the home 
squadron. He superintended the construction 
of the engines of the steam frigate Merrimac at 
Cold Spring, New-York, in 1854-7, and after spend- 
ing a couple ef years on the steam-sloop Lancaster, 
of the vacific squadron, he did special duty in 
Philadelphia, New-York, and Boston for the 
greater part of the time from 1862 to 1866. He 
was assigned to duty at the Naval Academy 
in 1866-7 and was Inspector of Machinery Afloat in 
this city in 1870-72. From 1872 to 1877 Capt. Wood 
was Engineer in Chief of the Navy. In 1878he was 
ia assigned to special duty, andin 1880 he re- 
tired. 

He leaves a widow and’ five sons and daughters. 
These are Lieut. Thomas Wood, United States 
Navy; Mrs. Heald, wife of Lieut. Heald, United 
States Navy; Mrs. Stone, wife of Lieut. Stone, 
United States Navy; Mrs. Reich. wife of Lieut. 
Reich, United States Navy, and Master Frank 
Wood, who is now in the mountains with his 
mother.

PENSACOLA, Sept. 1.—One additional case

Carl Forewarg, one of the cases reported on 
Wednesday, died this evening. The Lonisville 
and Nashville Railroad reeeives no freight 
and sells no tickets for Montgomery. Mobile, 
or the State of Louisiana, and now 
news has been received that the State 
of Alabama has quarantined against Pensacola. 
Unless some arrangement can be made to avert 
this disaster, all trains will be withdrawn, 
and the city will be cut off from mails 
and supplies. The United States troops at 
Barrancas have left by steamer for the Mount Ver- 
non Barracks, near Mobile. There are 31 vessels 
now loading in the port, mostly for foreign 
destinations, 


BROWNSVILLE, Texas, Sept. 1.—Seventy- 
five new cases of yellow fever were reported to-dav, 
and four deaths, the latter being Mexicans. The 
fever is spreading rapidly. At Point Isabel there 
were two deaths to-day and three yesterday. At 
Matamoras a few new cases are reported and 
three more deaths. A light north wind is blowing. 
The Rio Grande is overflowing its banks. 


Boston, Sept. 1.—The British steamer 
Ardanbahm, which arrivea here Thursday from 
Porto Rico, with a cargo of sugar, reports that yel- 
low fever broke out among the crew soon after 
leaving port. One case proved fatal on the passage, 
and three men were sick with tie disease upon 
her arrival. Tne steamer is at anchor at Quaran- 
tine, but will probably come up to the city to- 
morrow. 


MATAMORAS, Mexico, Sept. 1.—The epidemic 
in this city is very slowly decreasing. During the 
24 hours ending at 9 A. M. yesterday there 
were six deaths in the city of fever. 
Of these two were soldiers. There are now about 
200 cases in town, and the new cases are scattered. 
There are 87 sick in the military hospital. During 
August there were 214 deaths from yellow fever— 
a terrible mortality for a city of 8,000 
inhabitants. In Brownsville, during the past week, 
425 new cases of yellow fever were reported. The 
official report for the 24 hours ending at 10 A. M. 
yesterday gives 60 new cases and 2 deaths. 
E. Sustondall, representing the firm of Rice, Born 
& Co., of New-Orleans, is down with the fever, 
and Dr. E. Melon was stricken yesterday.- Sub- 
scriptions are being received from numerous 
sources for the sick.

APACHES AND MEXICAN INDIANS ON THE 

WAR-PATH — SIOUX INDIANS RAISING 

10,000 BUSHELS OF WHEAT, 

Tucson, Arizona, Sept. 1.—Advices from 
Tubac, Arizona Territory, give the following facts 
in regard to the Indian troublesin this section: “ A 
band, supposed to be Juli’s, numbering about 200, 
bas been operating in Sonora for two months, and 
about the last of the week met the Mexican troops 
at San Antonino Pass and $whipped them. They 
then camped near our line and divided into three 


or four bands, each taking different directions. 
One band struck the Upper Santa Cruz, near 
Laueria, crossed the Patagonia Mountains to the 
Santa Cruz road, striking a point two or three 
miles above Chatro Martinez, Here they are said 
to have killed three prospectors. They then 
crossed the San Juan Mountains and struck the 
Magdalena road about three miles above the Cus- 
tom-house at Tronteniza, and when last seen were 
making for the Ponchos de Piata.”’ 


TomBstone, Arizona, Sept. 1.—William 
Johnson, 2 cattle man, living near the head of the 
Sonora River, was killed by the Apaches in Sonora, 
near the Custom-bouse, on the line. 

Four Americans and one Mexican were killed 
last Suuday near Bacuachi. Mexican troops arein 
close pursuit of the Indians in that section. 


Bismarck, Dakota, Sept. 1.—Sheriff Mc- 
Kenzie returned last night from the Standing 
Rock Indian Agency, 65 miles below this city, 
where about 6,000 Sioux are living, many of whom 
surrendered with Sitting Buil. McKenzie has se- 
cured some chiefsto go with the Missouri Slope 
Exhibition to the Minneapolis Fair next Monday. 
Among them are Gaul, Running Antelope, and 
Crow King, Sitting Buil’s chief lieutenants. The 
chiefs take with them samples of products raised 
by them this year,and their bows and arrows, 
also several scalps taken in the Custer massacre. 
These Indians are now quite extensive farmers at 
their agency, and will thrash 10,000 bushels of 
wheat this season. They havea white teacher in 
husbandry, and are taking to farm work readily.

EVENTFUL DAYS IN DUBLIN

THE OPENING OF THE EXHIBITION 
AND THE CASE’OF MR. GRAY. 
‘CONTRADICTIONS AT THE MONUMENT UN- 
VEILING—STERN AND IRRITABLE CON- 
DUCT OF JUSTICE LAWSON—AMUSING 

POSITION OF THE CORONER. 

Dustin, Aug. 19.—It has been a remark- 
ably lively week with us in the Irish metropo- 
lis. A crowd of sensations has been com- 
pressed into some four dozen hours, and they 
are of such varied character as to ‘leave 
nothing to be desired.”” We have seen the 
National Exhibition of Manufactures and {n- 
dustries opened and O’Connell’s statue uncov- 
ered; we have seen the son of a solicitor sen- 
tenced in Grass-street Court-house to be 
hanged by the neck next month, and we have 
seen, in the same historic Court-house, the 
High Sheriff of the city, who is also a member 
of Parliament, sent to jail for “contempt of 
court” in his capacity of a journalist; we have 
seen the ‘‘freedom of the city’’ conferred on 
Messrs. Parnell and Dillon; we have seen the 
lines laid down upon which it is proposed to 
run a new anti-landlord agitation in the form 
of ‘‘a national fund for the relief of evicted 
tenants in Ireland;” we have seen started a 
project with a pleasant ring of pounds, shil- 
lings, and pence about it, the object being to 
raise another “‘national fund’? wherewith to 
pay fixed salaries to popular Parliamentary 
representatives during good behavior ; we have 
had set going a movement designed to revive 
the Irish language as a vernacular, besides a 
multitude of miscellaneous ‘‘ movements’’ for 
the setting upor the pulling down of some- 
thing or other. 

As for the opening of the Exhibition and the 
unveiling of the O’Connell statue, these 
events even now seem very much of the past, 
so quickly are we hurrying on. Taking into 
consideration'the peculiar circumstances under 
which the Exhibition has been born, it is a 
fairly healthy undertaking, but its constitu- 
tional delicacy, resulting from these peculiar 
circumstances, is very apparent indeed. It is 
impossible for any impartial mind to view it 
otherwise than as a branch of the combined 
political and social struggle that is now going 
forward in Ireland. In this connection it is 
only necessary to recal! the fact that the 
original project of « National Exhibition failed 
because a number of those engaged in carrying 
it into effect would have nothing to do with 
it unless it was set up under royal patronage, 
like former Exhibitions, while others would 
have nothing to do with it if there was to be 
royal patronage; the original project was 
thus abandoned and on its ruins, so to put it, 
was erected the present Exhibition, *‘under the 
patronage of the people.” This being the 
short history of the Exhibition as we now have 
it in the Rotunda Gardens, it goes without sav- 
ing that it is regarded with great disfavor by 
all those who struggled in the cause of 
royalty, as it were, and who were de- 
feated, these comprising, of course, the 
aristocracy and landed gentry. Very 
many merchants, &c., keep aloof from the 
Exhibition; either as visitors or exhibitors 
they are conspicuous by their absence, but the 
popular element is to be seen there in great 
force. The royalty party say itisno piace 
for loyal men; they point to the uncrowned 
harps that are to be seen on flags and banners; 
there is, indeed, a crown over the harp on the 
green and yellow flag that floats from the roof 
of the Rotunda, butit isan old Irish crown. 
But if there were doubts in the mind of any 
one as tothe spirit in which the promot- 
ers and conductors of the Exhibition are car- 
rying it on, the royalty party say they 
have been removed by the unequivocal acts 
of the Committee of Management in deliber- 
ately omitting ‘‘ God Save the Queen’’ from the 
musical programme on the opening day. There 
were selections from Haydn, Mendelssohn, 
Handel, &c., and many pieces, vocal and in- 
strumental, from Moore’s ** Melodies;”’ there 
was a **Grand March,”’ specially composed for 
the occasion by Mr. Joseph Robinson, which, 
opening with an arrangement for strings, 
glides into ‘‘The Minstrel Boy” and ‘‘ Silent, 
oh, Moyle!” and for a finish there was the 
overture to ‘‘ William Tell.” A musical com- 
poser, a Mr. Stanford, an Irishman, has a word 
to say on this subject. He has written to the 
papers to the effect that the Exhibition Com- 
mittee invited him to write an orchestral 
march for the opening ceremonial. He set to 
work and produced a march on an old Irish 
melody, introducing at the close *‘God Save 
the Queen” on the brass instruments, fortissi- 
mo, Hereceiveda note from the Secretary 
of the Exhibition Company thanking him for 
his trouble, but regretting that his march 
could not be performed, ‘‘as the introduction 
of the national anthem might bring about an 
unpleasant demonstration.”’ 

‘he ceremonial attendant on the unveiling 
of O’Connell’s statue, in the shape of bands, 
banners, and a marching multitude decked in 
green, was, beyond doubt, the greatest thing 
of the kind ever witnessed in [reland. But it 
was a strange medley as regards the political 
sentiments represented. As the moving mass 
passed on for miles a paporama of oft-recur- 
ring contradictions was seen. We saw O’Con- 
nell’s peace proverb—‘*He who commits a 
crime gives strength to the enemy,” followed 
by the pictorial glorification of ‘‘ The Man- 
chester Martyrs ;’ then came the bold flourish, 
** The Land for the People,” neither of which 
can be said to have fitted with an O’Connell 
jubilee; neither was it strikingly appropriate 
to see these full-length portraits on canvas of 
the prominent political persons of our day, with 
whom O’Conneil would be in as little accord 
if he were alive, as he was with the ‘‘voung 
Ireland” party of other days, who are said to 
have ‘‘broken his heart.” Lady Florence 
Dixie appears to have been much struck by 
the inconsistency of the spectacle. Writing in 
a Dublin evening paper, sbe,.contends that 
the only thought which it brought to 
the mind was that ‘‘a great sacrilege—a 
great desecration—was being committed.” 
She says that with the Irishmen of O’Connell’s 
day and the Irishmen of the present there is 
nothing in common; that no greater contrast 
is to be found than is seenin the Irishmen who 
followed the leadership of O’Connell and the 
Irishmen who, ‘‘steeped in crime and degra- 
dation, divided among themselves, and stirred 
by every revolutionary principle,” follow the 
leaders of the Land League. Lady Dixie fin- 
ishes her letter warmly in these sentences: 

‘* Shame on Irishmen who so permit this. Shame 
on them, I say. Like a brilliant sun O’Connell 
stands alone a true patriot, and yet a loyal man. 
No light has yet arisen which can dim his glory. 
No deed has yet been done which can compare 
with his great work. Aye, truly, the nation who 
can so tolerate and permit the desecration which 
took place to-day are unworthy the name of such, 
and while Ireland is swayed by such ignoble prin- 
ciples, so long willshe merit no other name than 
province, and deserves not tke title of * indenend- 
ent kingdom,’ which O'Connell strove to give her. 
Better, far better would it have been to have kept 
that statue veiled until a nation worthy of tne 
honor of unveiliug it and treading in the footsteps 
of him to whom it desired to give honor had arisen 
to bring glory and prosperity to the country he 
loved so well, instead of pcverty, misery, end 
degradation.” 

It is a remarkable fact that the Roman 
Catholic hierarchy were nearly entirely ab- 
sent from the day’sceremonial. Cardinal Mc- 
Cabe departed from the city altogether a 
couple of days previously, and of all the Irish 
Bishops only three put in an appearance, to 
wit, the Bishops of Down, Clonfert, and 
Raphoe.. The Bishops from beyond the seas 
were more numerous than the native prelates. 
They numbered four—Bishop Walshe, of Lon- 
don, Canada; Bishop O’Connor, of Ballarat; 
Bishop Murphy, of Tasmania and Bishop Leon- 
ard, of Cape Teen. After 20 years’ waiting, 
the O’Conneil monument is still incomplete. 
The new bridge over the Liffey, close to the 
site of the statue, isto be called ‘‘O’Connell 
Bridge.” It supersedes the old-fashioned 
structure so long known as_ ‘Carlisle 
Bridge.”” The London Daily News makes 
rather a funny mistake in referring to this old 
—— It says there is something perhaps 
a trifle ungracious ‘‘in effacing the record of 
an accomplished and amiable nobleman who, 
according to his lights, was a true friend of 
Ireiand,’’ and it suggests that as O’Connell’s 
memory doesn’t rest upon any bridge or monu- 
ment, ‘‘ Lord Carlisle might have been allowed 
to keep the bridge that he inaugurated during 
one of his many viceroyalties.’’ This refers to 
the Lord Carlisle of uur time, George William 
Frederick Howard, the seventh Earl, who 
wasn’t born at the time the bridge got its 
name from Frederick Howard, fifth Earl of 
Carlisle, who was Viceroy of Ireland when the 
erection of the bridge was begun in 1782. The 
fine thoroughfare called Sackville-street (the 
name of which has not yet been changed) de- 
rives its title from another Viceroy, Lionel 
Cranfeld Sackville, who twice reigned in Dub- 
iin Dette, from 1731 to 1737 and from 1751 to 
1 

The murder trial at the City Commission 
Court, in Green-streat. with the hanging ter- 


mination, out of which has come the commit- 
tal to jail of the City High Sheriff, would 
have been a very remarkable case 10 years 
ago, butfwe have so many of a similar charac- 
ter now that but for.the sensation about-the 
city Sheriff it would have been forgotton’in 
four and twenty hours. The prisoner, Francis 
Hynes, is the son of a solicitor in.the town of 
Innis, County Clare, and he was tried for the 
murder, on a Sunday morning, on _ the 
high road, of an pc man named _ Dol- 
oughty. This man had_ been originally in 
the employment of Hynes’s father as a 
herdsman, and when Hynes's father was 
removed from his farm by the landlord 
Doloughty continued to actin the same ca- 
pacity for the person who took the farm 
for grazing purposes. The old man’s life had 
been frequently threatened, and at length it 
was taken. As he was coming home alone 
from mass the contents of a fowling-piece 
were discharged full in his face, blinding him 
and inflicting such wounds in his head that he 
died next morning. His wife, also coming 
along after mass, discovered her husband lying 
in his blood on the road. He then told her, 
and he subsequently told the magistrate 
that it was ‘“Francv Hynds’” who 
had shot him. Hynes was arrested soon atter, 
under the influence of drink, eating bread and 
butter, near a small public house, where he 
had spent the greater part of the day on which 
the murder was committed. Under a recent 
act of Parliament, the trial of this man for 
the murder was removed from the County of 
Clare to Dublin, at the instance of the Attor- 
torney-General, who alleged that an impartial 
trial could not be had in Clare. The Dublin jury 
convicted Hynes, ahd Judge Lawson sentenced 
him to be hanged on Sept. 11. Exit Hynes 
and enter the City High Sheriff under these 
circumstances. Immediately after the con- 
viction and death sentence there appeared a 
letter signed ‘‘ William O’Brien” in the /'ree- 
man’s Journal, of which Mr. EB. D. Gray, 
Member of Parliament for County Carlow, 
City High Sheriff, and member of the Dub- 
lin corporation, and ex-Lord Mayor of the 
city, is the proprietor, in which letter the 
writer stated that he was sojourning at 
the Imperial Hotel, where the jurors 
in the murder case were supposed to 
be ‘locked up” during the progress 
of the trial, which occupied three days; that 
onthe night preceding the conviction several 
of these jurors were tumbling about the pas- 
sages ‘ina maudlin state of drunkenness,” 
and were indulging in roaring and tipsy 
horse-play. In the same number of the paper 
was an article (which Mr. Gray admits he 
wrote) commenting on the letter, and calling 
upon the executive to examine into the serious 
charges madein it, which, the writer said, 
‘* were such as to make us blush for ourcommon 
humanity.’’ In a previous article an allegation 
was made that the Crown lawyers had 
‘*packed”’ the jury, so as to secure a convic- 
tion. The foreman of the jury now appeared 
in print, characterizing as false the statements 
in the letter written by O’Brien, who turns 
out to be the editor of an ‘* advanced” news- 
paper called United Ireland. The latter re- 
peated his statements in print in the Freeman, 
and alleged that he was prepared to prove 
them. Now steps forward the Solicitor-Gen- 
eral with an application to the Judge to at- 
tach Mr. Grav for publishing the letter and 
the articles, as acts in contempt of court, cal- 
culated to frustrate the administration of jus- 
tice, 

The dingy cld Court-house in Green-street 
has been the theatre of many remarkable 
scenes in its time, but nothing more sensa- 
tional in its way has been witnessed there 
than was presented when the attachment mo- 
tion was made. .The chief element of sensa- 
tion in the proceeding was in the fact that the 
person implicated was an honorary official of 
the court, as High Sheriff of the city, and as 
such was in attendance on the presiding Judge. 
The court was thronged. A numerous array 
of Crown counsel, wigged and gowned, sat 
under the bench, and Mr. Gray, whose wife 
sat near him, occupied the Sheriff’s box. The 
Solicitor-General, Mr. A. M. Porter, member 
of Parliament for Derry, a tall, slight, full- 
bearded, youngish man, witn a Northern ac- 
cent, applied for an attachment aguainst 
the Sheriff in an_ elaborate’ address. 
When the learned gentleman sat down 
tho High Sheriff, also a young man, tall, dark, 
and thin, rose in his place and asked tor time 
to obtain professional assistance, alleging that 
the summary procedure which was being pur- 
sued had taken him by surprise. The first 
sentence the Judge uttered showed that he was 
determined to go through with the business 
at all hazards. Said his lordship, sharply, 
to the Sheriff: ‘‘ You are the High Sheriff, 
and, as such, are bound to be always in 
attendance on the court.’’ The Sher- 
iff urged that this wouldn’t furnish 
him with formal notice of the intended pro- 
ceedings, which he had received only late the 
previous evening, and he then went into a jus- 
tification of the publications under the circum- 
stances, A weak point in the Sheriff’s case 
was promptly applied by the Judge, as it had 
been by the Solicitor-General. The Sheriff 
asked to have the statements in O’ Grien’s let- 
ter officially investigated. ‘No,’ said the 
Judge; “as High Sheriff you had the 
custody of these jurors, and it was 
your duty to see that they conducted 
themselves in a proper and becoming manner. 
I must assume that you did your duty, and I 
decline to enter into any such inguiry.” The 
High Sheriff protested that this was pressing 
a technical point rather hardly against him, 
inasmuch as thoughthe High Sheriff is nomi- 
nally responsible, the Sub-Sheriff and his offi- 
cials do the entire work. The Judge settled 
the question by replying peremptorily: ‘I 
hold youg as High Sheriff, to be responsible for 
the proper custody of the jurors.’’ Then the 
Sheriff changed his line of argument and 
contended that he might bave something 
to say with regard to his conduct as Sheriff if 
it were shown that, owing to the misconduct 
of his subordinates, these Jurors had been per- 
mitted to misconduct themselves. As to his 
position of journalist he contended that it was 
his duty to publish O’Brien’s letter. ‘‘I have 
since been informed,’’ added he, “that these 
jurors had been drinking in the pubiie billiard- 
room of the hotel.”” The Judge cut in again, 
sharply observing: ‘‘You_ had better 
not make any statements of that 
character. They will not at all assist your 
cese.”?’ Here somebody popped up excitedly in 
one of the side galleries, and said: ‘‘ My lord, 
Iam one of the jurors in Hynes’s case, and I 
want to say that the statements of the Sheriff 
are totally destitute of truth.’’? The Sheriff, 
(very deliberately)—‘‘ I say I was informed 
that these jurors were drinking that night in 
the public billiard-room of the hotel.’”? ‘The 
Judge, (very seriously)—‘* | must request you 
not to repeat that statement.’ Nowa new 
actor, @ man in green spectacles, popped up at 
the solicitors’ table, saying: ‘* My lord, I don’t 
know whether, as the writer of the letter in 
question, you will listen toastatement from 
me.’’?’ To him the Judge said, very warmly: 
“Sit down, Sir; Iam not going to investigate 
the matter. [ have no authority to doso. Mr. 
High Sheriff, the charge against you 
is that you committed a contempt of 
court by the publication of these state- 
ments.”” The High Sheriff was then heard 
in his defense, concluding by again asking for 
an opportunity to procure professional assist 
ance. The man in the green spectacles again 
popped up and said: ‘* My lord, in justice to 
Mr. Gray, will you permit me to say a word?” 
Yhe Judge said, bristling up: ‘ Police, remove 
that person out of court.’? The person per- 
sisted in trying to get in that word; said he: 
‘“My lord, I am the writer of that letter, 
and 1 am ready to justify every word 
I have written.” The Judge fairly 
boiled over. ‘If you dare to disturb 
the court any more [ will put youin thedock,” 
said his Lordship. Then he renewed the or- 
der to ‘‘remove that person.” A large po- 
liceman now advanced in a business-like man- 
ner to the party in the green spectacles and 
touched him on the shoulder, whereupon the 
party rose, and saying:.‘*Very well, my lord,” 
withdrew from court. The Solicitor-General 
refused to consent to an adjournment of the 
matter, and the Judge passed sentence on the 
Sheriff right off: three months’ imprisonment, 
to pay atine of £500, to give security to the 
amount of £5,000, with two sponsors at £2,500 
each, ‘‘to be of good behavior and keep the 

eace toward her Majesty the Queen and all 

er subjects,” and in default of giving this se- 
curity to be further imprisoned for three ad- 
ditional months. His lordship concluded with 
a general cautionary notice to all newspaper 
people that if any other journal offended simi- 
lariy while the court was sitting he would 
have the proprietor up for similar punishment. 

If the person who was in this trouble was 
anybody else it would be the duty of the High 
Sheriff to take him into custody, The Sheriff, 
however, couldn’t conveniently take himself 
into custody, but the Judge’had come prepared 
for this peculiar feature in the business, for when 
he had delivered his sentence he added, ‘* Let 
the City Coroner now take him into custody.” 
If his lordship had said, ‘‘Let the City 
Coroner now cut off his head,” that official 
couldn’t appear more perplexed than he 
did when he found himself suddenly trans- 
formed into a mixed constable and jailor. He 
could very well know what to do if the dead 
body of the High Sheriff was presented to 
him, but to hand over to him the living body 
was entirely too much. He stamme out: 
“‘My lord, amI to understand that I am the 
officer to carry out your lordship’s order 
to take the Hich Sheritt to prison?’ ‘ Cer- 


- 
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tainly, Sir,” replied the J . You, as 
Coroner, are the proper officer.” The ‘Coroner 
asked, ‘‘My » how am.I to carry out such 
an order as that? I have no precedent, It is 
wholly unprecedented.”” The Judge, who was 
in no mood for*this sort‘of talk, .replied,an- 
grily: ‘‘You will carry; out: the: order’ the 
‘court has. made, or: take ‘the consequences,” 
meaning thereby, as the lawyers say, that in 
such an event the Coroner himself would be 
committed to jail for contempt of court. 
The unhappy Coroner, who happens ‘to be 
a personal friend of the Sheriff, still 
whined» about the absence of a precedent 
to guide him. ‘The Judge cornered him 
sharply with the question, ‘‘Do you mean, 
Mr. Coroner, to discharge your duty or not?’ 
The Coroner, wbo looked as if he sincerely 
wished he had never been born, replied that 
he would do it if he was bound to doit. The 
Judge shouted at him, ‘‘ You are bound to do 
it, Sir; and if you don’t do it at once I will cali 
on the Sheriff of the County of Dublin to do 
it.’ The Coroner, still clinging to a straw, 
said: ‘* My Lord, you have not mentioned to 
what prison 1 am to take the Sheriff.’’ The 
Judge saw that the Coroner had ‘‘ doubled”’ 
on him here, - He turned the matter over hur- 
riedly in his mind, and then asked the leading 
Crown lawyer present which was the legal 
prison in sucha case. The Crown lawyer, who 
seemed rather knocked over by the query, 
dived anxiously into an act of Parliament, 
but before he came out the Sub-Sheriff of the 
County Dublin solved the difficulty by : telling 
the Judge that Richmond Prison was 
the legal place of confinement. The Coro- 
ner still wriggled painfully; he now 
asked the Judge: ‘“‘am I_ personally 
to convey the High Sheriff to prison?’ ‘‘ Cer- 
tainly,” said the Judge, adding, significantly, 
‘*vou shall have any assistance you require in 
doing so.” Then the wretched Coroner, with 
his personal friend in custody, retired from 
court, and soon aftera troop of hussars es- 
corted him and his prisoner to Richmond Jail. 
This isthe prison in which O’Connell and his 
olitical followers, including the High Sheriff’s 
ather, the late Sir John Gray, were confined, 
and in our time it has been wade remarkable 
by the mysterious escape from it of James 
se og the Fenian ‘* Head Centre.”’ 
hat will be the outcome of this unique 
episode? The debate which has taken place 
uponit in Parliament has given a different 
complexion to it from that which it presented 
when before the Judge. The billiard-marker 
at the Imperial Hotel swears positively that 
six of the jurors in the murder case were in the 
public billiard-room’ on the night previous to 
the verdict; that they had drinks with persons 
not jurors, and that one of them, whom he 
names, was drunk. The ‘‘ boots” swears that he 
saw this same juror going up stairs drunk; 
heard him ask where the women slept, and 
upon being told that it was three stories 
higher up, he said: ‘‘Letus go up tothem.”’ 
A bar-maid and others swear that several gen- 
tlemen were knocking about the corridors in 
an intoxicated condition. If this be true, it 
raises a serious point as to the validity of 
the trial, for the jurors are shown 
to have separated and to have mixed 
with the public while the case was 
pending. The law directs that they shall 
not separate, and shall not have communica- 
tion with the outside, public until they shall 
have found a verdict or shall have been dis- 
charged. If an official inquiry into the al- 
leged conduct of the jury (which it is under- 
stood will be held) should prove that the ju- 
rors did separate before the verdict, the ques- 
tion will arise whether the whole proceedings 
are not void for illegality, including, of 
course, the verdict of conviction and the 
death sentence on the prisoner; that the 
prisoner was rightly convicted, according to 
the evidence, is not denied, but the other ques- 
tion will arise, all thesame. The swift, sum- 
mary jurisdiction which, it seems, the Judges 
— in cases of contempt of court, has never 
en brought so strongly before :the public 
as it has been in this case. Opinion as to 
whether the sentence of a Judge in a case like 
that of the Sheriff of Dublin can be reviewed 
is very conflicting; if it cannot be undone save 
by the Judge who pronounces it, then the pre- 
ponderence of feeling would seem to be that a 
change in the lawin this connection is neces- 
sary. Weshall have this branch of the ques- 
tion opened up when Parliament reassembles 
in October, while the other branch of the sub- 
ject—the conduct of the jury in this particular 
case and its legal effect on the conviction of 
the man Hynes and his condemnation to death 
—will be inquired into at once by the Irish 
Executive Government. Hynes, as already 
stated, isto be hanged, as the matter now 
stands, on the 11th of September. Meantime 
a public subscription has been started to pay 
the £500 fine for the imprisoned High Sheriff. 
REUNION OF THE WADSWORTH FAMILY. 
The Wadsworth family are to celebrate on 
Wednesday, Sept. 13, the two hundred and fiftieth 
anniversary of the landing of the first settlers of 
that name in America at Duxbury, Mass. Two 
brothers, William and Christopher, came over in 
the ship Lion and landed at Boston, Sept. 16, 1632. 
William, shortly after arrival, removed to Hart- 
ford, Conn., and among his descendants have been 
many notable names: Capt. Joseph, of Charter 
Oak fame; Gen. Daniel, who founded the Wads- 
worth Athenzum at Hartford; Gen. James S., who 
was killed at the battle of the Wilderness 
in the late war, and the Hon. James 
Was of Geneseo. Christopher, the other 
brother, settled in Duxbury, and the house where 
he lived for over 30 years was but a few rods dis- 
tant from that of Miles Standish. The deed of the 
lands which he purchased shortly after arrival is 
{ramed and preserved at Memorial Hall, Plymouth. 
It bears the autograph of Miles Standish, who ac- 
knowledged the instrument as Justice of the 
Peace. The descendants of Christopher settled 
largely in Maine. Over 500 men now residing in 
the United States are descendants of these two 
brothers. A genealogical register and history of 
the families is being prepared by H. A. Wadsworth, 
publisher of the Hagle, Lawrence, Mass, At the 
reunion addresses will be given by the Hon. George 
Wadsworth, attorney, of Buffalo, N. Y.; Dr. M.

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AMOUND TOBE BLOWN UP AT ROCHESTER 
From the Rochester Herald, Aug. 28. 

Mr. 8S. Ewer, the owner of the property 
known as Woodchuck Point, the first point on the 
right ot the channel at the bay after leaving the 
Sea Breeze, sold it a short time ago to A. C. Law- 
rence, of Brockport, Who intends to open a first- 
class hotel on the premises next Spring. In order 
to make the place available for the purpose intend- 


ed, the point will have to be leveled. This Prof. C. 
W. Jenner, of Brockport, expects to accomplish by 
blowing up the mound. Last week all the trees 
were cut down and mines8 feet deep and 4 feet 
wide dug, in order to introduce the necessary dyn- 
amite. Mr. Jenner says there are 9,000 tons or 
more of earth to be raised and moved 100 feet or 
more by the first or initial blast. The lower por- 
tion of the train of charges will be between 40 and 
50 feet from the surface of the ground; the second 
section will be between 30 and 40 feet down; the 
third and last, or uppermost train, will be between 
20 and 30 feet from the surface. Each train is to 
be composed of the quality and quantity of explo- 
sives in proportion to the work that each train has 
to perform, which will be equal to about three bar- 
rels of powder and 640 feet of electric fuse, exclu- 
sive of the leading conductors. 
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ALITTLE TASK FOR ASTUDENT IN POLI-

GENERALTELEGRAPH NEWS: 
CHIVAGO MARKETS ACTIVE. 
‘SEVERAI. DEFAULTS;REPORTED—A RUSH TO 
SELL CORN—THE MARKETS WEAKER. 

CuHIcaGo, Sept. 1.—Several defaults in wheat 
for August are said to have.occurred. It is worth 
while to remember that the wheat could have been 
bought on the last day of the month at $1, and 
could scarcely have been sold: previously at less 
than 98 cents. That would make defaults to save 
aloss of not:more than 2 cents per bushel. Com- 
ment on such a state of things would not be a high 
compliment to the standard of commercial{honor 


which could permit it. The infection would seem 


even to have extended into provisions, which have 
heretofore been free from the taint of repudiation, 
expressed or meres. Some corn defaults are said 
to have occurred. 

The leading produce markets were weak to-day, 
with a good deai doing. The scene in corn was of 
the old-fashioned kind, so far as excitement went, 
only the dealers were tumbling over one another 
to sell instead of to buy. The quantity offered was 
simply enormous, big short sales weakening the 
market to the point where it froze out a good 
many holders. Oats were also offered very 
freely, the reason in both cases being the 
belief that suppliesi#will be so large as 
to make anything like present prices impossible. 
The weakness seemed general all over the country, 
East as well as West. Wheat held up very well, 
all things considered, and this month advanced in 
the morning, but had to fall back when corn 
broke, though there was avery good demand for 
spot. The market for provisions was weakened 
early by very large deliveries of lard on September 
contracts, a good deal of which had to be placed, 
making lard the weakest article, while meats were 
relatively firm, with eash sales of short ribs at a 
premium of 25 cents over the price for September. 

Regular wheat was moderately active and rather 
irregular. ‘The market for this month advanced 
1 cent, but fell back 144 cents, while the October 
discount widened out cent under free sell- 
ing for that month by Milwaukee dealers who 
were buying for this month. Liverpool was reported 
1d. per cental lower, but London 3d. to 6d. per 
quarter higher on cargoes off coast, and our re- 
ceipts were fully one-fifth less than those of the 
previous day. The conditions tended to strength 
radically, and the market would probably have 
ruled materially higher but for the weakness in 
corn and oats, as there was a good demand for ail 
the spot offerings, and some was supposed to be 
taken for export, though through freights were 
dull and easier. 

Corn was very active and very weak. It de- 
clined not less than 2 cents per bushel on the year, 
fully 2 cents on October. and scarcely 1 cent for 
this month. The British markets were quoted 
steady, and our receipts werealittle less than 
those of the previous day; but the mar- 
kets all around us were weak, mostly 
on the long futures, and there were heavy 
selling orders here, largely from the South-west, 
It was reported here and elsewhere that new corn 
has been sold in Cincianati guaranteed to arrive 
and grade by the middle of September, and the 
outlook set the bears wild on the deferred futures, 
while the nearer ones were relatively steady be- 
cause of small stocks and the expectation that the 
receipts of next week would be much smaller than 
those of this week, but they,itoo, sagged off, being 
pulled down by sympathy with the others. 
There ‘was a very fairfshipping demand. up 
to about noon, but byyers fell back 
later, and car lots were hard t6 sell near the close. 
It was understood that several million bushels for 
the longer futures were unsold, simply because the 
decline carried the market below the limits set by 
the senders. The limit on several of those for May 
were 60 cents. The earlier decline, due to short 
selling, forced out a good many weak holders, and 
there was more corn “thrown” than for many a 
day past. The charters for corn to-day included 
some delivered Thursday, on August contracts. 

Mess pork closed 10 to 15 cents lower; lard, 10 
cents lower: red Winter wheat, 144 cent lower; 
regular wheat, 14 cent higher; corn, 14 to 2cents 
lower; oats, 4% to 1 cent lower; rye, 1 cent lower; 
barley unchanged.

TRYING TO SOLVE THE MYSTERY. 
NEW-HAVEN POLICE SEEKING TO IDENTIFY 
THE BODY FOUND OFF LIGHT-HOUSE POINT. 
New-HAven, Conn., Sept. 1.—The authori- 
ties engaged in the work of establishing the iden- 
tity of the young man whose terribly mutiliated 
body was found off Light-house Point yesterday, 
have followed up many clues, but appear to have 
made little progress. It was conjectured that the 
body was that of Kulreade, who was recently 
lost off the steamer City of Worcester after a 
fight with Watchman McNear. Kulreade’s sis- 
ter was in this city to-day, but does not think 


the body found is that of her brother. The 
clothing does not correspond, as Kulreade was 
well dressed when he started for New-York, while 
the body found off the light-house was clad ina 
sailor’s garb. The Police theory at present is that 
the remains are those of a young New-Yorker who 
was at Light-house Point, Sunday, Aug. 13. Offi- 
cers were there that day and arrested the 
proprietor for violation of the Sunday law. 
Half an hour after their departure a brutal 
fight occurred in the bar-room, which was trans- 
ferred to the shore. The Police have information 
which convinces them that a party of New-Haven 
roughs were engaged in the affray, and thata 
young man in another party was terribly hurt and 
was carried away by his friends. The reports that 
he was a New-Yorker are being investigated, but 
the authorities decline to state the result 
of their inquiries in that direction at present. 
Edward H. Shannon, who is believed to have been 
engaged in the fight, and was arrested last night 
on the returnof the steamer Long Branch, on 
which he went to Coney Island, is held in $1,500 for 
assault with intent to kill. James O’Brien was ar- 
rested this afternvon, and admits that he 
was engaged in the fight, and that one 
of the opposing party was badly injured. The 
Police think the injured man died on the hands of 
the fignters, and that the body was kept concealed 
until dark, when it was thrown into the water. In 
the pockets of the man’s clothes were found, 
among other things, 11 small apples and a clam 
shell. 

Coronor Bollman made a trip to Light-house 
Point and found a tree bearing apples similar to 
those taken from the man’s pockets and not far 
away a place where a fire had been built and clams 
cooked of about the same size as the shell found. 
Mr. Bollman has other reasons for believing the 
dead man was atthe Point recently, which bave 
not been disclosed. 
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PITTSBURG LABOR TROUBLES. 

PITTSBURG, Sept. 1.—Outside of the denial 
of the report that one lodge of the Amalgamated 
Association had notified the general officers that 
they intended to return to work at the old scale, 
there was very little done in the iron 
situation to-day. The impression is very strong 
that the strike is failing and that the end 
is at hand. President Jarrett arrived here 
from the East tu-day, and stated that if the 
heads ofthe Amalgamated Association 
deemed it advisable he would calla meeting 
early next, week. At the head-quarters of the 
Amalgamated Association a consultation was 
held this afternoon, at which about 50 
prominent members were present. The consulta- 
tion was held with closed doors, and what was 
done is therefore unknown. 

The two months’ shut-down of the window-glass 
factories on the south side ended to-day, and 
work was resumed in nearly all of them. 
Phillips & Co.’s and D. O. Cunningham's 
are the only factories that started up with 
non-union mixers, teasers, and fillers’ in. 
The status of the strike of the crimping boys em- 
ployed in the chimney factories is unchanged. 
The boys, with the exception of those empivyed 
at Wood's Fourteenth-street factory, are still out 
for an advance from 45 to 50 cents per turn. 
At Machett's, where the boys formerly were paid 
40 cents, they demanded 45cents. The lads have 
been offered the advance by several of the firms 
affected, but they refuse to go to work 
because they would have to work by the piecc. 
They were required to make 300 chimneys per turn, 
and, it is stated, were not paid fora full turn un- 
less they made that number. 
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DICK LITTLE'S TRIAL BEGUN. 

HUNTSVILLE, Ala., Sept. 1.—The trial of 
Dick Little began at 10 A. M. yesterday before 
Commissioners Bone and McCullough. The first 
witness called was Mrs. Jesse James, who was ex- 
amined at length. It was developed in the first 
part of the testimony that Frank and Jesse James 
were with their families in Nashville from Novem- 


ber, 1880, until the latter part of March, 1881. Her 
statements were not at all damaging to the pris- 
oner as the perpetrator of the Muscle Shoals rob- 
bery. Mrs. James exploded the story that has 
been going the rounds of the press about her re- 
turning the watch to Mr. Dovey, in Philadelphia. 
She indignantly denied doing so, and claimed that 
Little stole the watch and returned it in her name. 
Mr. Alexander G. Smith, the man who was robbed, 
was next examined, and gave his story of the rob- 
bery. He did not recognize Little as one of the 
men who committed the robbery. Other wit- 
nesses were examined, but nothing important was 
brought out. Six other witmesses are to be ex- 
amined.

FIVE MONTHS OF THE PRESENT FISCAL YEAR 
COMPARED WITH SAME PERIOD OF PRE- 
VIOUS YEAR. 

ALBANY, Sept. 1.—For the year ending Sept. 
30, 1881, the three State prisons earned $564 35 over 
expenses, or, in other words, the prisons were a 
source of revenue to the State to that amount. 
This is the best showing in prison management in 
this State up to the end of the last fiscal year. The 
first six months of the present fiscal year the pris- 
ons were under the same management, but the ex- 
hibit for the first six months of the year ending 


Sept. 30, 1881, showed a deficiency of $11,399, while 
the first six months of the present fiscal year 
showed a deficiency of $17,080 14, or, in brief, the 
prisons were delivered into Mr. Baker’s hands with 
adeficiency of $5,683 27 greater thanthat of the 
first six months of the previous year.

alive one in the State Convention. What is 
called the ‘‘ State machine”’ has certainly not 
shown any noticeable activity so far, and the 
race between the anti-Gouid sentiment of 
the State and the influences which GovuLp 
‘and ConkKLiNG are able to command is one 
whose result will be watched with constant- 
ly increasing interest. 





The unfitness of : the . British’ Govern- 
ment and the Irish people to have anything 
to do with each other was demonstrated for 
the hundredth time in the riots at Dublin 
last evening. > The Government cannot ab- 
stain from blunders and wanton provoca- 
‘tions to violence, and the - people of 
Ireland .are/ so destitute of: good sense 
and the « love + of © order » that they 
tush blindly into lawless misbehavior when- 
ever their rulers’ make a false step. The 
trouble with the‘ Constabulary began in the 
Government’s unreasonable refusal to listen 
‘to the demands/of the men for better pay 
‘and for a speedy distribution of the gratuity 
for extra services voted by Parliament. As 
soon as this threatened trouble blew over 
the Government attempted te visit a harsh 
punishment ‘upon some 3% of the men 
who had been’ prominent in it, by ordering 
them to distant stations in the North of Ire- 
Jand. This fanned into a flame the dying 
‘embers of rebellion through the whole force. 
‘A meeting of Constabulary was held in,Dub- 
lin in defiance of orders, and nearly 300 
members of the force who attended were 
dismissed. ‘ Popular sympathy is for once 

with the* constables, and the rioting 
originated in the excitement caused by 
the wholesale dismissals. That blind, cast- 
_ iron brutality which everywhere character- 
izes those who exercise British authority 
‘Jies at the bottom of the trouble, which 
might have been prevented by the use of a 


few grains of common sense. The Govern- 
Inent is scarcely in a position to play the 
martinet with the Irish Constabulary. 

WESTGATE, otherwise known as O’Brimn, 
who wasarrested in Caracas on July 16 upon 
his own confession that he took part in the 
assassination of Lord FREDERICK CAvEN- 
DISH, 18 now at Kingston, Jamaica, awaiting 
transportation home. He certainly behaves 
like a man tortured with the gnawings of a 
guilty conscience, but the weight of proba- 
bility is against the truth of his confession. 
A comparison of his statement with the 
known circumstances of the assassination 
makes it very doubtful whether one of the 
murderers could have been a passenger on 
the mail steamer for Holyhead on the evening 
of the crime; and itis positively asserted that 
WestGatrE sailed for Swansea on a bark 
leaving Dublin at 7 o’clock—ten minutes 
before the murder was committed. His 
story that he was employed by ‘ Mr. O’Con- 
nor, M. P.,’’ and paid £20 to murder Lord 
FREDERICK is a palpable falsehood, for 
though both ArtTHur and T, P. O'Connor 
have been prominent in Land League coun- 
cils, neither of them would ever be made the 
subject of such a charge save by an irre- 
sponsible fraud or a lunatic, one of which 
this person WEsTGATE evidently is. The 
search for the Phoenix Park assassins must 
be continued, apparently, and with slender 
hope of successful result. 





An illustration of the somewhat familiar 
adage that a newspaper derives its character 
from the matter which it does not publish 
may be found in the treatment accorded to 
an Associated Press dispatch from Utica by 
the leading New-York journals of Thursday 
morning. That dispatch conveyed a very brief 
account of the meeting of a body calling 
itself ‘‘the Farmers’ Alliance of the State of 
New-York,” of which Gen. Driven, of El- 
mira, is President, and before which ex-Gov. 
SEYMOUR appeared to submit an argument 
in favor of free canals. The Herald 
and. Sun did not consider the dispatch 
worth insertion or failed to find space for it. 
The Zribune inserted the dispatch, but after 
the words ‘‘resolutions were passed reaf- 
firming the platform of the Alliance,’’ care- 
fully excised the last clause of the sentence, 
as follows: ‘‘Commending free canals 
and thanking the ‘ Governor for sign- 
ing the Railroad Commission bill and 
vetoing unjust bills enacted in the 
interest of monopolies.’’ Assuming that 
the meeting of the Farmers’ Alliance was 
worth notice at all, it was surely worth all 
that the press dispatch, printed in full in 
Tue Times, had to say about it. When the 
Tribune editor cut out the words we have 
quoted, it would be interesting to find who 
held the pen. 


CITY FINANCES. 

When the Legislature of 1873 decreed 
that ‘‘it shall be the duty of the Controller 
to publish in the City Record, two months 
before the election of charter officers,’’ cer- 
tain ample details of the receipts, expendi- 
tures, and obligations of this City for the 
year ending the first day of the month in 
which such publication is made, that body 
may be presumed to have been desirous of 
giving the people of New-York a clear idea 
of how their affairs had been managed 
by public officers - who were about 
to demand a renewal of their confidence. 
Had chapter 335 of the Laws of 1873 been 
part of a general system of responsible City 
government in which not only the amount 
of taxes leviedj during the year, but the 
results derived from them, could be traced 
to the agency of certain officers, it might 
have: been a valuable contribution to 
the = general: body of Municipal ; le- 
gislation. As two-thirds of the £ an- 
nual tax levy of New-York is fixed 
without reference to any action which can 
be taken by elective ‘‘ charter officers,’’ and 
as the amount not raised by taxation for the 
execution of public works is purely a matter 
of administrative discretion based upon 
legislative sanction, the utility of an annual 
statement from the City Controller for the 
year ending Aug. 1 is not quite so obvious 
as it might be. 


£ Still, it has its uses.” For example, a tax- 
payer may have mastered the elementary 
principle that the City debt of New-York 
may be roughly divided into long bonds pay- 
able from taxation, short bonds payable 
from assessments, and revenue bonds or dis- 
counted tax receipts issued to meet ex- 
penses in advance * ofg income, and 
yet find himself entirely at sea in 
the altempt to + analyze the * annual 
report of the Controller. If he ever knew 
anything about chapter 383, Laws of 1878, 
which figures so largely in the debt state- 
ment, he has probably forgotten that it was 
intended, first, to relieve the City from pay- 
ing an unusually large slice of its debt in 
one year, and next, to facilitate the conver- 
sion into long bonds of obligations which 
had previously figured as part of the 
‘‘Temporary Debt,’’ but which, from 
one cause or other, had become 
part of the permanent burden of New-York 
tax-payers. There is no longerany ‘‘Tem- 
porary Debt,” in the old sense at least, in 
the Controller’s statement, though there are 
still outstanding some $7,000,000 of assess- 
ment bonds issued prior to June 3, 1878, 
which are payable chiefly if not solely by 
private property-owners to whom the money 
has been lent for street or other improve- 
ments in their immediate neighborhood. It 
is impossible to say what proportion of 
the bonds issued for local improvements 
since June 8, 1878, is chargeable to the gen- 
eral tax-payer, and what to the adjoining 
property-owner. That is tosay, the ordi- 
nary‘ reader who comes to this report 
with» the amount of information which 
we have indicated cannot possibly make 
any intelligible analysis of it. Should 
it occur to him that the City is, in many 
cases, the adjoining property-owner assessa- 
ble like private owners for local improve- 
ments, that will only increase his perplexity. 
Should he be tempted to ask where is the 
fund which represents the repayment by 
property-owners of the sumis lent them by 
the City for the making of streets, sewers, or 
other improvements of a purely local char- 
acter, he will be reminded that he is 
meddling with subjects which transcend 
the intelligence of the mere tax-payer. 
Enough for him that the gross debt of the 
City was about a million and a half more on 
July 31, 1882. than it was on Julv 31. 1881. 


while the net debt was nearly $1,900,000 less. 
Whether the $2,300,000 increase in the cash 
and securities in the sinking fund was due 
chiefly to contributions from assessments, 
to the increased productiveness of City rev- 
enues, or to the smallness of the sum re- 
quired to meet the annual installment for 
redemption of the City debt, it is not for 
the ordinary tax-paye: to inquire. The 
tables are before him, but as _ not 
more than half a dozen men in 
New-York are capable of analyzing 
them, he may safely take refuge in his 
**average’”’ ignorance. Of one thing he may 
be well assured, that the Controller’s report 
shows all and more than the law requires, 
and that the breaking down of the distinc- 
tion between the assessment bonds or ‘‘ tem- 
porary’’ debt and the permanent obligations 
of the City is one for which Controller Camp- 
BELL is in no way responsible. 


What the contents of Thursday’s City 
Record do not show would take much more 
space to explain than the seventeen pages 
therein devoted to the ‘annual report of the 
Finance Department. We may repeat that 
among other things the report does show that 
Controller CAMPBELL is able to collect the 
City taxes more promptly or to administer 
City revenues more wisely than his prede- 
cessor, since there is outstanding a million 
less ; of the revenue bonds of 1881 
than there was of, say, 1877, while a 
million less have been issued in 1882 than in 
1878. It shows, moreover, that while the 
City can borrow money for current expenses 
at 3and 34 per cent., it has had a debt sad- 
dled on it by the combined agency of Ring 
thieves and Democratic financiers which 
bears an average rate of interest of 6 per 
cent. Less than one-third of the existing 
debt of the City falls due before 1896, and 
it is, of course, absurd to expect 
the holder of a bond not terminable 
at the discretion of the debtor to surrender 
half his interest without some tangible 
equivalent. The interest on the City and 
County debt of New-York still represents 
about a third of the annual Municipal 
budget, and it should never be forgotten 
that this, like many more of our burdens, is 
due to the public toleration of a set of politi- 
cal and stock jobbing thieves who debauched 
the judiciary, bought the Legislature, and 
controlled the Executive of the State of 
New- York.

The Utah Commission is at work, and 
the Mormons are evidently bracing them- 
selves to resist the execution of the act 
passed at the last of Congress 
with a view to punish their 
and destroy their political power. 
‘‘twin relic’? will die hard. Jonny 
Taytor, GrEorRGE Q. CANNON, = and 
JosErH F. Samira, as the ‘first presidency 
of the Church,’’ have issued a manifesto to 
the ‘‘Saints,’? which is in part a blasphe- 
mous and disgusting defense of polygamy 
as apart of the Mormon religion, and for 
the rest an exhortation to the Church to 
stand solidly together in _ resistance to 
the execution of the United States 
laws. : There is no other construction to be 
put upon the language used. ‘‘ Let us,’’ 
say these gentlemen of the Mormon presi- 
dency, ‘‘ guard well our franchise, and in 
one unbroken phalanx maintain and sustain 
our political status, and as patriots and free- 
men operate together in defense of what 
few liberties are left us.’ This is in the 
same vein with a discourse delivered in the 
Mormon Tabernacle in June last by GEORGE 
Q. Cannon, in which he preached open re- 
bellion in these words: ‘‘ In spite of Con- 
gress, in spite of any statute leveled against 
us, in spite of a fanatical and hostile pulpit, 
in spite of all the hostile forces that can be 
brought against us, we must and will con- 
tinue to fight for our privileges without 
flinching or wavering, but with unswerving 
faithfulness. ”’

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There can be no doubt about the nature 
of the issue in Utah. The purpose of the 
Edmunds bill was to destroy Mormonism 
absolutely. It was drawn with great care 
for two chief ends—to punish and prevent 
polygamy and to deprive the Mormons 
of . their political ; power. The ~ first 
five * sections of ‘the act prescribe 
the penalties for polygamy; the eighth 
declares that no person cohabiting with 
more than one woman in any of the Terri- 
tories shall be entitled to vote or be eligible 
‘*for election or appointment’”’ to any office, 
Territorial or Federal; and the ninth, provid- 
ing for the appointment of the Utah Com- 
mission, vacates all the offices of regis- 
tration and election and leaves them to 
be filled by the commission. The 
act declares that these Boards of Registration 
and Election shall be composed of ‘‘ proper 
persons.”” The Registers of Election for 
twenty-four counties have just been ap- 
pointed by the commission, and there 
is said to be great dissatisfaction among 
the Gentiles of the Territory because 
there. are eight Mormons among the 
Registers so appointed. There has hitherto 
seemed to be no reason to apprehend any 
undue laxity on the part of the commission. 
It has at its head ex-Secretary Ramsey, and 
its other members are ex-Senator Pappocx, 
of Nebraska, and Messrs. GopFREY, CARLE- 
ron, and PerriagReEw—all Western men of 
no particular note, but not suspected of any 
sentimental partiality for Mormons. : The 
course of the commission in naming eight 
Mormons as Registers of Election, how- 
ever, requires explanation. These eight 
Mormons are, of course, not polygamists, or 
they could not be so appointed. But it is 
enough that they are members of the Mormon 
Church. As well expect patriotic and im- 
partial action from a Jesuit in matters 
affecting his Society or his Church as to ex- 
pect these eight Mormons to apply with 
scrupulous fidelity the test of suffrage im- 
posed by the Edmunds bill. 


We have dallied long enough with this 
Salt Lake infamy. For years it has been 
condemned in Presidents’ Messages, legis- 
lated against in Congress, and denounced in 
the pulpit, press, and public meetings, yet 
its roots are ever striking deeper, and with 
every passing yéar it grows more insolently 
defiant. It has its recruiting agents in every 
country in Europe, and receives fully three 
thousand immigrant converts every year. 
Nearly one thousand, mostly Scandinavians, 
came over on one vessel, reaching this 
port July 2. The Church is growing 
stronger and the community richer. The 
Mormons have no ‘'small vices.’’? - They are

temperate, industrious, economical, and 
obedient to their spiritual head. By avoid- 
ing all those common foibles of humanity 
which lead to waste and weakness they are 
able to husband their resources and their 
strength, to fortify their Church against 
the assaults with which it has long been 
menaced by the moral sense and _ the 
law-making power of an outraged nation. 
And now, when, after innumerable failures, 
a piece of legislation of exceptional severity 
has been enacted and the machinery for its 
enforcement created and set at work, it is 
certainly disappointing to hear at the outset 
that the extermination of the enemy has in 
a large part been intrusted to the enemy 
itself. 


Some explanation may be forthcoming of 
the Commission’s action in naming seven 
Gentiles, nine apostate Mormons, and eight 
Mormons to act as Registers, but it is very 
difficult to see what its nature can be. The 
act creating the Commission is a stern meas- 
ure, so stern that the Democrats in Congress 
opposed its passage by every means in their 
power. But there can be no doubt of the 
power of the Government to control or take 
away the right of suffrage in the Territories, 
and, considering the formidable character of 
this Utah conspiracy to break and defy 
the laws of the land and of decen- 
cy, the Edmunds act should be en- 
forced with unsparing rigor. In particular, 
no weak and mistaken tolerance of Mormon 
viciousness on grounds of freedom of wor- 
ship and of conscience should sway the 
Utah Commission one iota. The pretense of 
Tay or and his fellow-adulterers that plural 
marriage has been revealed to them “by 
the Almighty,’’ that they have embraced the 
doctrine fearing that they should ‘incur 
the displeasure of the Heavenly Father’ if 
they cid not comply with its requirements, 
surpasses in infamy the criminal’s perjured 
plea of not guilty, for it is an attempted 
justification, as a religious observance, of 
their odious and unspeakable nastiness. 
Neither Mormon pleas nor Mormon threats 
should have any weight with the Commis- 
sioners. They have been set to destroy the 
noxious plant. The instruments for com- 
passing its destruction have been placed in 
their hands. The country will have no pa- 
tience to hear that they have failed through 
faint-heartedness or leniency. 


THE FORKIGN COMMERCE OF A 
YEAR. 

The Bureau of Statistics has just pub- 
lished its twelfth monthly summary state- 
ment of imports and exports, bringing its 
reports down to the close of the fiscal year, 
June 30, and giving comparisons, both as to 
quantities and values, with the fiscal year 
1881. The general fact that our exports had 
been less and our imports greater was already 
known. Probably, however, few will be 
prepared for quite so marked a change in 
each of these directions as is shown by the 
detailed figures. The imports in- 
creased as fgllows in value:

In each of these comparisons the exports of 
foreign goods are omitted, they being about 
the same for the two years. If now we com- 
pare these same figures for the purpose of 
ascertaining how the balance, in values, of 
imports stood at the close of the two years 
respectively, we find that while in the fiscal 
year 1881 there was an excess of exports 
of merchandise valued at over $240,000,000, 
in the fiscal year 1882 this had been reduced 
to less than $9,000,000, the balance being 
very nearly established:

This movement has its correspondent in 
that of gold and silver coin and bullion. In 
the fiscal year 1881 we exported $14,226,944 
of domestic gold and silver, and of foreign, 
$5,179,903; in all, $19,406,847, while we 
imported $110,575,494, being an excess of 
imports of $91,068,647. In 1882 we ex- 
ported $48,480,271 of domestic coin and 
bullion, $5,937,208 of foreign; in all, $49,- 
417,479. 

These figures bring the record down to 
the 1st of July, before any active movement 
had begun in the exports of grain or cotton, 
but in the two months that have since 
passed they have not materially changed. 
There has been some shipment of wheat, but 
exports in other directions have sunk still 
further,and the balance remains nearly where 
it was, so that the export point in the price of 
exchange has been very nearly approached 
at various times during that interval. The 
decrease in exports has been shared by all 
of the few commodities which, thanks to 
our hampering tariff, form the greater por- 
tion of our exports. In provisions it was 
some $33,000,000, in corn $22,000,000, in 
wheat and wheat flour $54,000,000, and in 
cotton $47,000,000. In the less important 
exports, very few of which reach over 
$5,000,000 each, there has been, on the 
whole, a slight increase, leaving the net 
diminution about $150,000,000. In the im- 
ports the increase has been very evenly 
spread over all classes of dutiable goods, the 
most marked being in steel ingots, and in 
woolen goods, and in silk other than dress 
goods. It will be perceived also that the total 
foreign trade of the country, outgoing and 
incoming, has fallen off. 


That this is a state of things which need 
to give serious uneasiness there is no reason 
to think. Enormous asisthe sum total of 
the foreign commerce of the country—it 
averaged about $1,500,000,000 during each of 
the last two years—it is very far from being 
as great or as fruitful as our domestic com- 
merce, and the unquestionably excellent crops 
this year, with the general prosperity, will 
enable us to stand without trouble any im- 
mediate consequences of the considerable 
changes now going on in our foreign trade. 
And if our currency were in all regards in a 
stable and sound condition we might leave 
these changes to work themselves out with 
entire confidence that in the long run 
this country would find itself prosper- 
ing. But it is obvious that if the 
exceptional circumstances which enabled us 
to import over $90,000,000 of specie last 
year are to disappear permanently, and the 
drain which has compelled us to commence 


the export of specie this year is to increase— 
both of which are possible—we may be com- 
pelled to re-examine the bases of our present 
currency system, and to very greatly 
strengthen them. If ourcurrency were gold, 
or paper really payable in gold only, we 
could rely on our power, when required, 
to retain the gold needed here, because we 
can afford to keep it by paying all that 
is necessary. But when we remember that 
gold is not the exclusive basis of our cur- 
rency, but that silver is joined to it, and at 
the last, in case of demand, would have to 
be resorted to, and that our redemption act 
is so framed as to allow a strong drain on 
the Treasury to repeat and reinforce itself, 
it is plain that we cannot regard the tenden- 
cies shown by our foreign trade the past 
year with entire equanimity. These ten- 
dencies are moderate, and we have fair 
warning of their operation, if we choose to 
avail ourselves of it. 
AGED BARBERS. 

It is understood that one of the subjects 
which that distinguished philosopher, Mr. 
HERBERT SPENCER, has come to this coun- 
try to investigate is the condition of aged 
barbers. It is a subject that ought long ago 
to have attracted the attention of philoso- 
phers, and it is to be hoped that it will now 
receive a thorough and satisfactory investi- 
gation. 

Every thoughtful man must have been 
struck, at some time during his life, with 
the fact that all barbers are comparatively 
young men. A barber that is apparently 
more than 30 years old is rarely seen, 
and a really old barber—say one of 40 
years of age—cannot be found in any shop 
in the Union. Why is it that all barbers 
are young? What becomes of a barber 
when he begins to grow old? These are 
questions which need to be answered, if one 
of the most remarkable mysteries of modern 
life is to be solved. 


The work of a barber is purely mechani- 
cal so far as hair-cutting, shaving, and 
‘‘shampooing’’ are concerned. His skill 
must, of course, grow with the constant ex- 
ercise of his profession; and a barber who 
has shaved for ten years can give much 
more satisfaction, both to the public and to 
his employer, than one who has shaved for 
only two years. From this one would nat- 
urally imagine that old, or in other words 
experienced, barbers would be in great de- 
mand. Suppose a barber’s shop were to ad- 
vertise that every one of its barbers had been 
constantly occupied in shaving for the last 
forty years. The public would naturally 
assume that such barbers possessed far more 
skill than ordinary barbers, and would be 
anxious to be shaved by them. Now, the 
fact that barbers retire from business as soon 
as they reach the age of 29 or 30 years, and 
thus voluntarily throw away the fruit of 
their professional experience, is certainly 
very curious and unaccountable. 

It will not do to adopt the hypothesis that 
the tonsorial profession prevents its adepts 
from growing old. It might be, and doubt- 
less has been, alleged by barbers anxious to 
advertise their profession and baffle prying 
curiosity that the constant use of tonic and 
the wholesome muscular exercise of shav- 
ing prevents a barber from growing old; 
that many barbers who look to be only 30 
years old are in reality 60 or 70. The an- 
swer to this is simply that it is not true. 
Barbers never use their own tonic. They 
know what it is made of, and they wisely 
keep it exclusively for their customers. 
The act of shaving does involve a cer- 
tain amount of exercise, but the man who 
shaves himself has just as much of this exer- 
cise as the barber who shaves another man. 
No one will pretend that men who shave 
themselves preserve the appearance of youth 
longer than men who are shaved by barbers, 
and hence we cannot admit the claim that 
the act of shaving prevents men from grow- 
ing old. Beyond any doubt barbers grow 
old just as all other men do, and the active 
barbers of the present day look young be- 
cause they are young and not because they 
use tonic and shave other people. 


Neither is the theory that barbers talk 
themselves to death at an early age tenable. 
No man can talk himself to death. It is the 
people to whom he talks who suffer. Doubt- 
less the victims of the conversational powers 
of barbers are without number, but it is idle 
to suppose that a barber can shorten his 
own life by conversation. On the contrary, 
the largest and most healthy barbers are 
those whose conversational powers are con- 
spicuously great, and who give the most 
evident promise of long and destructive 
lives. 

May it not be possible that there is a rule 
among barbers that every barber whose con- 
versational powers begin to fail through lack 
of teeth shall promptly retire from the pro- 
fession? When we remember that the 
average American begins to lose his teeth at 
the age of 30, this seems quite possible. Or 
may it not be that by the time a barber be- 
comes 30 years old he is attacked with 
paralysis of the muscles of the throat, in 
consequence of excessive talking, and be- 
comes utterly unable to talk? This, of 
course, would compel him to give up his 
chair and to adopt some mode of life in 
which conversational powers are not needed. 

The most plausible explanation of the 
mystery of the non-existence of old barbers 
is, however, the theory that the moment a 
barber begins to lose his hair or to grow 
gray he is compelled to give up business. 
A little reflection will show us that no bald 
or gray-headed barber could possibly recom- 
mend tonic to his patrons. They would 
glance at his bald scalp or grizzled locksand 
would sneeringly reply: ‘‘ Barber, heal thy- 
self.”’ Such a barber would be a visible 
refutation of all the claims that are made in 
behalf of tonics, and would ruin the whole 
tonic business in an exceedingly short time. 

What becomes of the barbers who are, 
for bald or gray reasons, forced to abandon 
the profession before they grow old, is 
another and separate mystery. It is possi- 
ble that many of them become book agents, 
a profession in which their unique conversa- 
tional powers would render them eminently 
successful. This will seem the more proba- 
ble when we remember that book agents of 
the male sex are nearly always somewhat 
deficient in hair. It is a solemn thought 
that the man who urges us to buy a sub- 
scription book is merely repeating, with a 
slight variation, the speech in behalf of 
tonic that he was accustomed to deliver in 


his younger days. Such, however. is proba-. 


bly the fact, though we shall do well not to 
assume that barbers become book agents 
until Mr. SpENCER’s investigations are fin- 


ished. 
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The visit of Messrs. W ALLING and MATTHEWS 
to Europe to inquire into the manners and customs 
of the London and Paris Police was presumably 
dictated by the conviction that the New-York Po- 
lice are in a condition capable of improvement. As 
to this there are, outside of the force at least, few 
dissentients, we imagine. Indeed, if this investi- 
gating committee of two will but take the trouble 
to read up the doings of the Police during the past 
two months, they will quickly perceive that even 
in that brief time there has been ample material 
upon which to base charges of the most serious char- 
acter. What, however, serves as an estoppel to 
the would-be Police reformer at the very outset is 
the fact that the Police are here appointed under 
conditions entirely at variance with those whose 
system Mr. Wauurne has been investigating. Thus 
the reformer here is heavily weighted with obsta- 
cles which there have no existence. The London 
Police (after which the modern Paris Police was 
mainly modeled) is absolutely non-political. Its 
Chief is appointed during good behavior by the 
Secretary for the Home Department, and the men 
are selected by him without the slightest regard to 
their political views. They, too, hold their places 
during good behavior, and the exertion of a poli- 
tician’s “‘inflooence”’ to retain a constable who has 
misconducted himself would be as entirely out of 
the question as any assessment of the Hubbell sort, 
or a subsidy to members of the Legislature. Look- 
ing radically at our Police system here, the wonder 
really is that under its sonditions it is as good as it 
is. The main root of the evil is beyond the cure of 
the best Superintendent, because the men whom he 
is supposed to control may have more power than 
he has himself. It is the same with the Police Jus- 
tices. They shrink from taking a severe course 
against men to whose vote and influence they are 
more or less indebted for their position. If the 
Police are bad it is the people of New-York who 
make them so and keep them so, by insisting on 
making and keeping them a political body, from 
the Commissioners to the doormen. A pull long 
and strong, by a few thousand determined citizens, 
would upset the rotten fabric of our Police system 
within a few months, and create a force as non- 
political as our own Army and Nayy, the protector 
and not the terror of society. 
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The exhibition, which continues to attract 
thousands of persons from all parts of Ireland to 
Dublin, promises to prove a lasting benefit to the 
island. It is important, of course, that a country 
which has few manufactures should haye frequent 
opportunities of exhibiting the little that it has. 
But this is not the only advantage which will be 
gained by the present exhibition. The people of 
Ireland, like those who believe that American ship- 
building should be fostered by subsidies, have for 
a long time held to the opinion that nothing of a 
public nature should be attempted without the aid 
of the Government. They have had no confidence 
in their own powers, and have found it convenient 
to lay at the door of Mr. GLapsTonz, or some other 
English Premier, all the blame for the waste of 
water-power in one district or for the failure to 
develop the mineral wealth in another. Before 
the Land League was established it would have 
been regarded as impossible for any number of 
men to have successfully opened an industrial ex- 
hibition without the patronage of the Government 
and the help of the great lords. Preparation for 
the present exhibition was made by the represent- 
atives of the people, and in the face of an opposi- 
tion which even its best friends feared would be 
fatal. Mr. Guinness, the millionaire porter brewer, 
viewea this daring experiment as evidence of dis- 
loyalty, and declined the use of the building in which 
the last exhibition had been held. The manufactur- 
ers of Belfast, sharing the belief of Mr. Gurnness, 
withdrew their support. But the work went on 
all the same; a suitable building was erected and 
opened without so muck as a reference to the 
Queen and Government of the kingdom, a hymn 
of praise having been substituted for the national 
anthem. The general verdict was that a great suc- 
cess had been secured. Even the correspondents 
of the leading English newspapers were obliged to 
admit that the achievement was worthv of respect. 
The exhibits, too, have been a source of surprise to 
a great many visitors from the opposite side of the 
Channel. It is said that there is a very creditable 
display of machinery, and that all the departments 
are fully equipped. The lesson taught by this un- 
expected result of a popular effort is that the peo- 
ple only need to be as self-reliant as the Scotch in 
order to be equally prosperous. 
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It is not generally known that the practice 
of mutilation, which has figured so prominently in 
the records of recent Egyptian battles, so far from 
being a mere passing outbreak of ferocity, is a tra- 
ditional custom, sanctioned by Eastern law. Both 
in Turkey and Egypt it was formerly the custom 
to punish any offense with the loss of the member 
that committed it, theft being punished with the 
loss of a hand, false witness or treasonable speech 
with that of the tongue, &c. In war the custom is 
still universal among certain races. After the 
Yemen insurrection of 1871 the present writer re- 
turned with a Turkish detachment which carried 
with it the head of one of the insurgent Arab 
chiefs. This practice was retorted upon the Turks 
themselves with terrible effect by the mountaineers 
of Montenegro in 1876-7. At the close of that war 
the military hospital at Scutarl was literally crowd- 
ed with earless and noseless Turkish soldiers, and 
severed heads hung around the tower that over- 
looks Cettinje, the capital of Montenegro, as thick- 
ly asapples on a tree. These horrible disfigure- 
ments served to demoralize the Turkish troops far 
more than any fear of death could have done, and 
the parallel atrocities committed by the Turks 
themselves gave some show of justice to the re- 
taliation. But the Prince of Montenegro has now 
set his face against this barbarity, and has happily 
succeeded in completely putting a stop to it among 
his own subjects. 
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The territory interested in mining (say the 
projectors of the exhibition now openin Denver) 
embraces 1,196,084 square miles, nearly one-third 
of the United States, Alaska included. During 
twelve years past (upon the same authority) 
more than $875,000,000 of gold and silver have 
been produced, the extremesin any year having 
been $95,000,000 and $52,000,000. The struggle for 
supremacy had been with Nevada and California, 
but Colorado increased her production from 
$8,000,000 in 1878 to $17,000,000 in 1879, while Cali- 
fornia and Nevada contributed $18,000,000 and 

22,000,000; but in 1880 Colorado went to the first 
place with $23,000,000, and the others furnished 
only $19,000,000 and $15,000,000. Supremacy in coal 
and iron is also indicated ror Colorado; Pueblo is 
the future Birmingham or Pittsburg of the West, 
and the future of Denver is glowingly painted. 
It will become the mining centre of the continent. 
“From its stock boards may issue the quotations 
which will govern all mining transactions; from 
its mint (which will inevitablv be established) will 
flow streams of coin upon which the commerce of 
the world is based; from its councils will go forth 
the edicts which will stem the tide of silver de- 
moralization, return the white metal to its perfect 
position as money, and restore the value it pos- 
sessed before it was so dishonestly and selfishly de- 
based.” This language was shaped for its listen- 
ers, and it is pleasanter to read the frank admis- 
sions of the fraudulent speculation which has 
hampered mining. The number of persons who 
have bought shares, it is said, nearly equals that 
of the farmers andis nearly as well scattered. 
For twenty-seven years following 1849, the money, 
material, and labor put into mining are estimated 
at $709,000,000, “‘while the money returns tnere- 
from, and created value in mines and mills, 
amount to $2,200,000,000, giving to the investors 
more than 200 per cent. as actual profit.” These 
figures are necessarily loose; the value in existing 
mines and mills is widely indefinite, and the “ in- 
vestors” who have reaped the 200 per cent. as- 
sumed may not be the same who took 
the original risk. As much is frankly ad- 
mitted, for we read that “squandered fortunes 
without numbér” lie along the track, and that it is 
hard to conceive amore reckless waste than in 
the mining regions from 1849 to 1869. Although the 
balanced books show $30,000,000 net annual profit 
then, this was the dark-ages epoeh in mining, and 
its ruins are seen still—mills abandoned in every 
stage of completion; machinery never put in place 
and now eaten by rust; costly shafts crowned by 
dismantled machinery. Mining was then not an 
industry, but an epidemic and a consuming fever. 
The educated mfner was then unknown. The 
sehoala of Landon. Paris. Berlin. and Freiburg had 
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not then sent out their mining engineers; Ameri- 
can universities had not then any inducements to 
endow professorships to teach the unveiling of the 
mineral mystery, and young men saw no adequata 
return for the years of study demanded. But now 
all this has changed. In every mining State ara 
schools of this character and in every mining camp 
the prospector is found. ‘* The business capitalist na 
longer invests his millions upon the Aladdin-like 
stories of the mining shark; on the contrary, as a 
prerequisite to a mining investment the property ig 
visited by the educated expert, who, with tave- 
line and drill and assay furnace, measures the con< 
tents and value of the mine with as much certainty 
as can any of us tell the cubic contents of a given 


body.” 
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ELECTIONS IN SEPTEMBER. 


Elections will be held this month in Arkan« 
sas, Maine, and Vermont. Arkansas will lead off 
in the choice of State officers and Legislature og 
Monday, 4th inst. Representatives in Congresg 
will be chosen in November. For the long list of 
State officers three tickets are in the field, the sey- 
eral candidates for Governor being: Republican— 
W. D. Slack; Democratio—James H. Berry; Green- 
back—Rufus K. Garland. The Legislature to be 
chosen will elect a United States Senator. The vote 
of the State for President two years ago was re< 
turned as follows: Garfield, 41,661; Hancock, 60, 
480; Weaver, 4,161. For Governor in September, 
1880, the official statement was: Churchill, Dem« 
ocrat, 84,088; Parks, Greenbacker, 31,284; scatter< 
ing, 112. There was then no Republican Stata 
ticket in the field. F 

Vermont willelect Governor, Lieutenant-Govern: 
or, State Treasurer, Legislature, and two Repre- 
sentatives in Congress on Tuesday, 5th inst. 
For Governor the Republicans have nominated 
John L. Barstow, the Democrats George E. Eaton, 
and the Greenbackers C. C. Martin. For Congress 
the Republicans have nominated John W. Stewart 
and Luke P. Poland, the Democrats Lyman Red< 
ington and George L. Fletcher, and the Greenback< 
ers Dr. Kidder and H. D. Dunbar. The vote of 
Vermont for President in 1880 was: Garfieid, 45,« 
091; Hancock, 18,182; Weaver, 1,212; scattering,’ 
105. The three Representatives in Congress chosen 
were all Republicans. Under the new apportion<- 
ment Vermont loses one member. 

The most closely contested election of the three 
is that in Maine, which occurs on Monday, 1lith 
inst. For Governor, the only State officer to ba 
chosen, the candidates are: Republican, Frederick 
Robie; Greenback-Democratic-Fusion, Harris M. 
Plaisted, the present incumbent; straight Green- 
back, Solon Chase; Prohibition, William T. Eustis. 
Then a few self-styled Independent Republicans 
have named Warren N. Vinton. By the new ap- 
portionment Maine also loses one Representative 
in Congress, ard as the State has not been redis- 
tricted the four will all be chosen on the general 
ticket. The several nominees are:

SOURTNEY DEFEATS LEE 
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MAKING THE FASTEST THREE-MILE 
TIME ON RECORD. 

LARGE CROWDS—A PERFECT DAY AT RICH- 
FIELD SPRINGS—COURTNEY FNISHES 
FRESH—LEE EXHAUSTED—TIME, 19:31}. 

RicuFieLD Sprines, N. Y., Sept. 1.—The 
three-mile race on Canandarago Lake at this place 
to-day, between Charles E. Courtney and George 

W. Lee, was rowed in the unprecedented time of 

19:3114, and resulted in favor of Courtney. It has 

created great excitement, and a general reaction 

in favor of the Union Springs oarsman. The race 
was admirably managed throughout, and it was 
rowed under the most favorable circumstances, 

In the morning the south wind made the 

water so rough that when Courtney came in from 

practice his boat contained nearly a pailful of 

Water. Atnoon the wind died away, the sun was 

very warm, and the water was as smooth as glass. 

At 3:30 P, M., when Referee Brandagee called the 

men out,Courtney weighed 16744 peunds, and rowed 


in a Waters paper boat, with his own patent roller 
slides. Lee weighed 1°@4 pounds, and used a 
cedar boat. The nillsides on Chamberlain’s farm 
were covered with people and vehicles. A large 
number of distinguished offcers of the Army and 
Navy were on the Committee of Arrangements, 
end witnessed the race from the press boat. 

Courtney was first at the starting point. He ap- 
peared in better spirits and form than he has at 
Boy race since the Lachine contest with Hanlan in 
1878. At 8:33 P.M., Referee Brandagee gave the 
word, and the men got off nearly even, Courtney 
losing about half a stroke in starting. They pulled 
over the first, second, and third quarters nearly 
side by side, Lee making 382 strokes per minute, 
and Courtney only 20. On the last of the third and 
throuch the fourth quarter Lee attempted to yet 
away from Courtney, and led about a 
boat’s length, rowing 29 strokes per minute. 
Asthemen approacned the turning buoy a fresh 
breeze sprang up that increased in power and fa- 
vored both men perceptibly down the home stretch. 
Near the turn Courtney quickened his stroke, and 
fed around the mile and a half buoy about half a 
second, his time being 9:45. On the eighth quarter 
Courtney and Lee both made 29 strokes per minute, 
but the former seemed to gain a trifle in distance 
ateach stroke. At the ninth quarter they were 
even again. In the eleventh quarter Courtney 
rowed 28 and Lee 30. From this point in Courtney 
gained perceptibly, and the crowd cheered and 
cried out: *‘ Go it, Charlie; you have him.”’ Court- 
ney rowed the finish with apparent. ease, 
but put in 82 long sweeping strokes while Lee 
seemed to labor at 29. Courtney reached the buoy 
in 19:3114, fuily one length and a half ahead of Lee, 
whose time was 19:354. The immense crowd 
cheered wildly. Handkerchiefs and flags of blue— 
Courtney’s colors—were waved in all directions, 

The cfficial timers were Thomas R. Proctor, of 
the Spring House, and Commander Lewis Clark, ot 
the United States Navy. Other watches, held 
by non-official timers, agreed with those of the 
officials. Courtney’s chronograph in his boat made 
the time 79:49%4. Courtney and Lee declare 
that the course is one of the easiest they 
have ever rowed over. The track was 
kept perfectly clear of all obstructions, 
and the press boat, containing the referee and 
judges, stood off so as not to interfere with the 
men. Surveyor J. L. Comstock, of 30 years’ ex- 
perience, makes affidavit to the measurement of 
the course, which he has surveyed twice. 
Courtney finished comparatively fresh and 
without distress, while Lee says concerning 
himself that he collapsed when he _ turned 
the last mile and ahalf. He and his friends !ost 
considerable money on the result. Courtney says 
he is anxious to meet Wallace Ross, of St. John, 
but will not say anything about a challenge until 
he goes to his home. He will leave Utica for 
Union Springs at 11:40 A. M. to-morrow. 

The Richfield Springs Association feels very 
happy over the success of the race and proposes 
to have another if possible between Courtney and 
Haulan in 1883. The previous fastest three-mile 
race with a turn on record was rowed by Courtney 
at Oswego, Feb. 17, 1877, when he beat Riley one 
length in 20:14. 
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ROWING ON GREENWOOD LAKE. 
FIRST DAY OF THE REGATTA FOR THE AMA- 
TEUR CHAMPIONSHIP OF AMERICA, 
GREENWOOD Lake, N. Y., Sept. 1.—The 
gecond annual rowing regatta for the amateur 
championship of America, under the auspices of 
the Greenwood Lake Association, was begun to 
day on Greenwood Lake. The following clubs are 
represented: Metropolitan, Friendship, Union, 
Dauntless, and Nassau, of New-York; Seaside and 


Seawanhaka, of Brooklyn: Triton, Eureka, Ariel, 
and Essex, of Newark, N. J.; Fairmount, of Phila- 
delphia; Apokeepsie, of Poughkeepsie; Excelsior, 
of Paterson: Argonauta, of Bergen Point, N. J., 
and the Alcyone, of Elizabeth, N. J. A camp for 
the accommodation of the oarsmen has been erect- 
ed on the side of the lake {near the club-house ef 
the association, where the representatives of the 
several clubs receive hospitable entertainment. 
The clouGed skies and dewn-pouring rain this 
morning caused the fear that a postponement of 
the regatta would be necessary, but as the hour 
fixed for the first race approached the clouds 
rolled away and the sun smiled pleasantly on the 
lake and green hills which inclose it on every side. 
The attendance of spectators, however, was not as 
large as had been expected. 

The first event on the programme was a race be- 
tween pair-oared gigs, In which crews from the 
Triton, Arie, and Essex Clubs were entered. In 
the Triton boat was Edwin Field, stroke; Sydney 
N. Ogden, bow, and Fred Simonton, coxswain. 
The Ariel crew were C. Oakley, stroke; F. Free- 
map, bow, and C. Miller, coxswain. The Essex 
crew were J. K. Soden, stroke; A. J. Stephens, 
bow, and J. W. Felix, coxswain. The course was 
one mile anda half straightaway from the head 
of the lake toa stake-boat anchored off Warwick 
Woodlands. Louis E. Saunier, of the Tritons, 
was selected referee; Norman Wright, of Pough- 
keepsie, judge, and Mr. Lodwick, of the Argonautas, 
time-keeper. Promptly at 2 P. M. the contesting 
crews took their places between the line of buoys 
running across the lake. When the word ‘*Go” 
was given the Ariels took the lead at the 
start and were followed by the Tritons, the Zssex 
bringing up the rear. This order was maintained 
throughout the race. The distances between the 
boats gradually increased, and when opposite tne 
club-house the boats formed a procession, advanc- 

| ing in single file, with about four lengths of clear 
; water separating them, and in this order they 
, reached the finish. The Ariels were first, in 11:08, 
' the Tritons second, in 11:20, and the Essex last, in 
11:54. 
! The second race was that of junior single scuils. 
There were nine entries and seven starters, as fol- 
tlows: Richard C. Annette, Argonauta; G. W, 
‘ Saunders, Essex; Charles D. Renwo, Seaside; R. 
‘ Schile, Metropolitan; E. A. Coolon, Seawanhaka; 
John H. Haring, Excelsior, and John Rainey, also 
of the Excelsier Club. The race almost from the 
start was between R. Schile and E.A.Coolon. The 
former was the first to get away. ‘The contest be- 
tween the two men was aclose one. R. Schile 
came in winner in 10:45. E. A. Coolon was second, 
in 11:01, and Richard C. Annette third. in 11:25. The 
others passed the line in the following order: John 
Rainey, John H. Garing, Charles D. Renwo, G. W. 
Saunders. A pair-oared shell race followed. E. L. 
Cowart and Edwin Field, or the Tritons, had en- 
tered, but Mr. Cowart was unable to be present, 
and the race was between Mr. H. W. Walter, stroke, 
and D. Roach, bow, of the Dauntless Club, and R. W. 
Osborne, stroke, and E. D. Smith, bow, of the Ar- 
gonautas. The Argonautas took the lead from the 
start and held it to the finish, coming in winner by 
two boat lengths in 10:2634. The time of the 
Dauntless crew was 10:4844. 

The six-oared gigrace, with which the day’s 
rport concluded, was a walk-over for tie Ariels, 
no other crew entering. The water was in excel- 
lent condition, nardly a ripple disturbing its sur- 
face, and the course was absolutely free from ob- 
structions of any kind. The varsmen were encour- 
aged at the start bya number of ladies who wit- 
nessed the races from the Brandon House, 
while a still larger mumber of ladies 
waved their handkerchiefs from the windows and 
balconies of the club-house as the winners came in. 
The regatta will close to-day, and an interesting 
programme has been prepared. The first event 
will be a race between junior single sculls, to be 
followed by a doubie scull race between crews of 
the Nassau, Metropolitan, Ariel, and Excelsior 
Clubs. A four-oared shell race will be rowed by 
crews from the Union, Alcyone, Excelsior, Argo- 
pauta, Fairmount, and Eureka Clubs. In the even- 
ing there will be a regatta hop at the club-house, 
and the prizes won by the competing crews will be 
‘then distributed. :

“ CHIP” SMITH HANGED. 


ata taiabhah ceo 
HE CIES PLUCKILY—THE NECK DISLOCATED 
—STORY OF HIS CRIME. 
NEW-HAVEN, Sept. 1.—James Smith was 
banged in the court-yard of the New-Haven County 
Jail at 10:30 this morning for the murder of Chief 


of Police Daniel J. Hayes, of Ansonia, Dec. 23, 
1881. 
time of the homicide was 22 yearsof age, anda 
leading spiritiu the rough and troublesome ele- 
ment of the borough. When sober he was quiet 
and inoffensive, but liquor seemed to make him 
crazy. He had been drinking heavily for several 
days, and threatened the life of his mother and 
that of employes at the factory of Osborne, 
Cheeseman & Co., where he went to look 
for employment, brandishing a revolver at 
home and at the factory. Mrs. Smith 


sent word to Chief Hayes that she 
wanted him to arrest “Chip,” as James was 
universally known. The officer found him near 
the railroad station, and demanded his revolver. 
Smith denied that ne had one. Hayes arrested him, 
and he agreed to go peaceably to the lock-up if the 
Chief woula let go of him. Hayes removed his 
hand from his shoulder. and Smith immediately 
drew his revolver and fired, the bullet taking effect 
in the officer’s abdomen and causing death in a few 
days. After being placed under restraint Smith 
was told that he had probably killed Mr. Hayes, 
and said he was glad of it; that he had done his 
part, and that the others—meaning -the young 
vomene he had associated with—should now do 
eirs. 

Four monts after the killing he was tried before 
the Superior Court, convicted of murder in the 
first degree, the jury being unanimous on the first 
ballot, and sentenced to be hanged May 5, 1882. A 
strong effort was made to secure aeommutation of 
sentence to imprisonment for life at the subse- 
quent session of the General Assembly. <A petition 
in his bebalf was presented signed by the wife, 
mother, and daughter of the murdered man. Sey- 
eral citizens of Ansonia appeared before the Le- 
gislative committee and urged that the sentence be 
commuted because of the youth of the criminal, 
and because he had always seemed to them 
to be almost half-witted. The committee re- 
vorted in favor of the commutation of sen- 
tence, but Representative Pine, of Ansonia, 
made a vigorous speech, in which he reviewed the 
revolting features of the case, and said that the 
law-respecting citizens of Ansonia and New-Haven 
County demanded that the sentence of the court 
be enforced, and both branches of the General As- 
sembly voted to deny the application by decisive 
majorities. Counse) for Smith subsequently made 
an application to the civil side of the Superior 
Court for a writ of habeas corpus, and this being 
refused, they earried the case to the Supreme 
Court ona motion fora newtrial. By this a stay 
of execution was secured until to-day, when, the 
motion having been denied, the sentence of the 
court was executed. 

For several months past Smith was under the 
spirital charge of the Rev. Mr. McGibeney, of St. 
Mary’s Church, of this city, and made himself 
ready for death with the aid of his administra- 
tions. Several times during the past week he has 
expressed himself as resigned to his fate. His con- 
duct while in confinement was irreproachable, and 
he made friends of his lawyers, the jail attendants, 
and his spiritual advisers. Last night he 
was permitted to sleep in the room commonly 
assigned “poor debtors,’’ in which an altar had 
been erected at his reqnest. This room was occu- 
pied by Blanche Douglass during and for several 
months previous to her trial in company with the 
Maley boys for the murder of Jennie Cramer. He 
slept soundly from 11 o’clock until daybreak. At 
an early hour mass was celebrated in the room. 
Smith was perfectly composed during the ser- 
vico. At 10:15 Sheriff Byxbee read _ the 
death warrant to the doomed man, who was then 
led to the scaffold. He was very pale, but the 
composure and seif-possession which have marked 
his conduct since his conviction were strikingly 
noticeable until the end. As he looked upon the 
crowd beneath him there was no fear in his gaze, 
but once or twice there was a painful, wistful ex- 
pression in his eyes that touched all beholders. 
The Rey. Father McGiveney said the offices of the 
Church and Smith made inaudible responses to 
the service, and as his lips moved he looked ap- 
pealingly at the priest. When asked by the Sheriff 
whether he had anything to say he responded by a 
faint negative movement of the head. One Deputy 
Sheriff then bound his legs with a leather 
strap, another placed the noose carefully 
about his neck, a cap of black cambric 
was drawn over his head and a wire connected 
with the trap was pulled by an invisible band in- 
side the jail. The heart ceased to beat 13% 
minutes after the fall of the body. Dr. C. P. 
Lindsley, the jail physician, states that death was 
caused by dislocation of the neck between the first 
and second cervical vertebrie. When the body was 
taken down, 30 minutes after the fall, the features 
were perfectly at rest. Save the raising of the toes 
and an almost imperceptibie movement of the 
hands there was no struggle. The body was taken 
to Ansonia for burial this afternoon. About 200 
persons witnessed the execution.

A°*MORMON PROCLAMATION. 
aiieesuendines 
PROTEST AGAINST: THE NEW OATH PRE- 
SENTED BY THE UTAH COMMISSION. 
Sat LAKE City, Sept. 1.—The following 
extracts are taken from an address to the Latter 
Day Saints, signed by John Taylor, George Q. Can- 
non, and Joseph F. Smith, published in the Church 
last evening: 


“There have been many times in our past his- 
tory when great exigencies have arisen, and it has 
been the imperative duty of the First Presidency of 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints to 
give plain and pointed counsel to the people over 
whom, in the providence of God, they have been 
called to preside. A condition of affairs exists at 
the present time which makes it eminently proper 
that we,as the First Presidency of the Church, 
should address you this epistle. The Edmunds law, 
designed for the repression and destruction of 
a portion of your religion by disfranchising all 
persons in the Territory or other places 
over which the United States have exclusive juris- 
diction who had adopted, in obedience to the re- 
quirements of their religion, the principle of celes- 
tial marriage, had become the law of the land on 
March 22, 1882. As the law required, five Commis- 
sioners, selected by the President and confirmed 
by the Senate, were sent to this Territory to en- 
force its provisions. As a Church we have re- 
peatedly testified in the most solemn manner that 
the institution of marriage, at which the law is 
aimed, has been revealed to us by the Almighty, 
aud that it is a part of our religion; that it is in- 
terwoven with our dearest and holiest hopes con- 
nected with eternity; and that, not from any lust- 
ful motives, but because we believe we should in- 
cur the eternal displeasure of our Heavenly Father 
if we did not comply with its requirements, we 
have espoused this doctrine. It has been argued 
by those who are ignorant of the true nature of 
this doctrine and how inseparably connected 
it is with all our hopes of eternal hap- 
piness in the world beyond the tomb, 
that this is not a part of our religion; 
that this system of marriage is not religion; that it 
is an immoral and odious practice; that it is shock- 
ing to the religious sense of the Nation and to the 
civilization of our age, and that legislation formed 
for its repression and extirpation should be enact- 
ed. The Federal Legislature has therefore passed 
this act, and the Federal Executive has affixed to it 
his signature. In regard to our religion or our eter- 
nal covenants we have no compromise to make nor 
principles to barter away. They emanate from 
God, and are founded upon therock of eternal 
ages. They will live and exist when empires, 
powers, and uations shall crumble and decay, and 
with the help of the Almighty we will guard sacred- 
ly our covenants and maintain our integrity, and be 
true to our God while time exists or eternity 
endures. Let us guard well our franchises, and in 
one unbroken phalanx maintain and sustain our 
political status, and as patriots and freemen 
operate together in defense of what few liberties 
are left to us; in the defense of the Constitution, 
and in the defense of the inalienable rights of 
man—which rights always exist and are above and 
before all constitutions—and thus to perpetuate to 
posterity the inestimable blessings of freedom, in- 
cluding the right to live, the right to be free, and 
the right to pursue happiness, unmolested by any 
influence, power, or combination.” 


All this eloquence is due to the fact that the 
Commissioners have prescribed an oath which 
concludes as follows: 


“‘] do further solemnly swear [or affirm] that I 
am not a bigamist nor a polygamist; that I am not 
a violator of the laws of the United States prohibit- 
ing bigamy or polygamy; that I do not live or co- 
hapit with more than one woman in the marriage 
relation, nor does any relation exist between me 
and any woman which has been entered into or 
eontinued in violation of said laws of the United 
States prohibiting bigamy or polygamy, and |if a 
woman] that I am not the wife of a polygamist, 
nor have I entered into relations with any man in 
violation of the laws of the United States concern- 
ing polygamy or bigamy.”

MURDERER OR MADMAN?

THE CONFESSION OF WESTGATE TO THE AS- 
SASSINATION OF LORD FREDERICK CAV- 
ENDISH-—-HIS CRAZY ACTIONS. 

Kineston, Jamaica, Aug. 21.—Westgate, 
alias Patrick O’Brien, the alleged murderer of Lord 

Frederick Cavendish and Mr. Burke, has been re- 

moved from her Majesty’s ship Fantome to Span- 

ish Town Jail, as the Fantome was ordered to Bar- 
bados to take the place of her Majesty's ship Dido, 
now stationed at Port Royal. The prisoner (West- 
gate) is a man of ordinary build. He has a full and 
rather dark beard, about three inches in length all 
round, had nothing on his feet when on boaad the 

Fantome, and was dressed in blue trousers, jacket, 

and slouched hat. He looked nervous, but would 

have easily been mistaken for one of the “ tars’ if 


at liberty. He still adheres to his former confes- 
sions. He has several times threatened suicide, 
and a close watch is kept over him to 
prevent any accident. He says that he left 
Dublin on the night of the assassination and 
proceeded by the night mail to Holyhead. and 
thence went to Cardiff, and from Cardiff he sailed 
in the Gladstone for Porto Cabello, where he was 
arrested by the British representative on his own 
confession. He says that the authorities at Porto 
Cabello treated him very harshly, and that he has 
been very kindly dealt with on board the Fan- 
tome. He wasinavery dirtv condition, and had 
to undergo a thorough washing when delivered to 
the officers of the Fantome. When asleep he is 
troubled with fearful dreams. and raves very ex 
citedly. The doctor was called several times to 
ascertain what was wrong, and the ship and 

rison doctor affirm that he is suffering acutely 
rom very intense excitement. He confesses to 
having returned before entering the car’ and to 
have given Lord Frederick Cavendish a stab in the 
back, and that he was employed and paid £20 by 
Mr, O’Connor, member of Parliament, for his share 
in the deed. He says that his wife resides in 
Dublin, and that her father also lives there. He 
wrote a letter to his father-in-law, but not to his 
(prisoner’s) wife. He isa hearty eater, and he is 
liberally supplied with all the necessaries of life. 
He even got whisky on board the Fantome when 
he called for it. He speaks with a strong Irish ac- 
cent, and one night lately he called on a man 
named McCall, saying: “ Well, Mr. McCall, you 
have got your money and I have not got mine yet. 
I was on board the mail steamer and saw the Cap- 
tain and postman, but I have not got my money 
yet.” 

He has revealed the names of his alleged accom- 
plices to the authorities, but the names he gave 
are kept strictly secret. The general belief_here is 
that he has had something to do with the Phoenix 
Park murder, and this belief gains ground even 
although news has been published here stating 
that Westgate had sailed previous to the murder. 
The prisoner may uot be Westgate, but it is cer- 
tain thathe iseither a murdérer ora madman. 
One day while looking carelessly through the 
Sunday at Home magazine his eye caught the 
words, ‘‘ The assassination of Lord Mayo,” and he 
jumped with fear and asked his keeper, ** What's 
that ?? He then turned over the leaves excitedly, 
and seemed to be lost with fear and excitement. 
No one is permitted to see Westgate in prison, un- 
less those who have of necessity to visit him, The 
strict orders which his guards have received are 
carried out so faithfully asto cause some little 
amusement in Spanish Town. 

There is naturally a great curiosity among all 
classes to see the prisoner, and a Justice of the 
Peace took a friend to inspect the prison and to see 
Westgate. When he approached Westgate’s cell 
he was told that he could go nofurther. Of course 
this hurt his dignity and he addressed the * sable 
obstacle” in the most authoritative tone he could 
command: “ Do you know who iam, Sir; lama 
magistrate.”” The constable replied: ** Don’ care, 
Sah; you no pass me, Sah; Ido my duty; you do 
yours, Sah.” After the magistrate had “ione all he 
could to get alook at Westgate he had to leave 
without seeing the object of his visit, and threaten- 
ing vengeance on the constable. Another magis- 
trate, hearing of the insult to his brother. said he 
would go to the constable and see Westgate. He 
went, but he didn’t see Westgate, 

The authorities here are awaiting further orders 
from England. Meantime the prisoner is continu- 
ing to eat heavy meals, and his gexeral appearance 
is that of a heartless, helpless witling.

A PEEP AT BRITISH METHODS IN JAMAICA 
—FIRE IN KINGSTON. 

BRIDGETOWN, Aug. 19.—Great excitement 
has been caused here by intelligence from Jamaica 
to the effect that the Government there, with a 
view to outvoting the people’s representatives in 
the Legislature, had accepted the resignation of 
two ofticial members who had refused to vote with 
the Government against the colony, and were en- 
deavoring to fill the vacant seats with new officials 
who would aceept the office and title of ‘ Honora- 
ble,” on condition of their voting with the Govern- 
ment when called upon to do so. As the people of 
this island have so steadfastly resisted all attempts 
to thrust ‘‘Crown Government” upon Barbados, 


where there are representative institutions, the 
publication of the following correspondence. be- 
tween Sir Anthony Musgrave, Governorof Jamai- 
ea, and Mr. Thomas Cappen, the Government In- 
spector of Schools, (only a few months on the isl- 
and,) produced a most violent denunciation of the 
attempts to subject Barbados to any such system. 
The letters, seen at St. Thomas, where a passenger 
was the bearer of copies to the West India Com- 
mittee in London, are as follows: 

(Private. } FLAMSTEAD, Aug. 5, 1882. 
My Dear Str: I have been directed by the Secretar 
of State to ascertain, confidentially, whether you will 
accept one of the seats in the Legislative Council ren- 
dered vacant by the resignation of Messrs. Mack- 
glashan and Burke, with the essential condition that 
you will be prepared to support the proposals of the 
Government, not only on the question of the “Flor- 
ence” damages, but always when called upon. I shall 
be obliged if you can favor me with an early reply.

Sir: I have to acknowledge the receipt of your Ex- 
cellency’s private letter of the Sthinst.

The Atlas Steam-ship Company are about to put 
on a second coasting steamer to work in conjunc- 
tion with the Arran, the one steamerto gro round 
Jamaica eastward and the other westward. The 
Arden will take this route until the new steamer 
arrives, when she will be taken off to serve as a 
dragher steamer to feed the large steamers at Port 
Antonio. 

The coming session of the Legislative Council 
promises to be stormier than the last. The public 
agitation is already brewing, and some politicians 
are calling on the unofficial members of the Coun- 
cil—the Custodes and magistrates of several par- 
ishes—to refuse to work with the imperial nomi- 
nees if they persist in voting the Florence dam- 
ages. Feeling is running high in the colony, and a 
crisis is looked for.

FOREIGN BUSINESS INTERESTS.

American 
has been in moderate request and prices are un- 
changed. There has beena fair demand for Sea 
Island at unchanged rates. Futures have been 
duil and inactive and prices declined 3-64d. to 4-644.” 

A leading grain circular says: *‘ There bas been 
a copious rain in almost all districts. The progress 
of the harvest is greatly impeded, but the wheat 
trade is quiet. as foreign supplies quite suffice to 
meet the demand here. There has been an ex- 
traordinarily large arrival during the past three 
days. Although most kinds of wheat support pre- 
vious rates, red American Winters slightly favor 
buyers. Maize is steady. Seven wheat cargoes 
off coast were yesterday withdrawn from sale. 
Fifteen remain unsold. At Thursday’s market 
white wheat declined 1d. and red 1d. to 2d. from 
Tuesday’s rates. Flour was in fair demand, but 
prices were unchanged.

ADVICE ON THE TARIFF

SESSION OF THE COMMISSION IN 
DETROIT. 
RICHARD HAWLEY OFFERS SOME SIGNIFI- 
CANT STATISTICS—PIG-IRON MEN WISH 
TO PRESERVE THE DUTY—A RETIRED 
TAILOR GIVES A DECIDED OPINION. 


Detroit, Sept. 1.—The Tariff Commisioners 
arrived here this morning and opened their session 
at the Russell House at 10 o’clock. The first argu- 
ment was presented by Richard Hawley, of De- 
troit, not representing, he said, any particular in- 
terest, but the interests of the whole c@untry, and 
was to the effect that during the decade from 1850 
to 1860, under the revenue tariff and partly under 
the reciprocity treaty with Canada, there had been 
greater gain in the material wealth of the country 
in real and personal property than there had been 
in any other deeade of national existence. He at- 


tributed to the termination of the reciprecity treaty 
a depreciation of 30 per cent. in real estate 
and in business in certain portions of Detroit. He 
argued that the last decade, from 1870 to 1880, un- 
der the high protective tariff system, showed the 
smallest gain in material wealth, and was the most 
unsatisfactory in that respect. He quoted from 
one of the reports of Caleb B. Smith, Secretary of 
the Interior under President Lincoln, to show that 
the gain in material wealth in the first mentioned 
decade was 13644 per cent., and gave the estimated 
—_ in the last mentioned deeade at only 41 per 
cent. 

Mr. Oliver—Your argument is that from 1850 to 
1860, under free trade, the country was more pros- 
perous than from 1870 to 1880. 

Mr. Hawley—We were much more prosperous. 
Under a high protective system, while some of our 
interests have been very highly stimulated others 
have dwindled. Our ocean merchant marine has 
particularly dwindled. It was one of those inter- 
ests that flourished most highly in the decade from 
1850 to 1860. In the last three years of that decade 
we built 600,000 tons of ocean shipping, and at the 
close of that decade that interest was at its very 
summit of prosperity, while, in the last decade it 
has dwindled to insignificance. An iron ship 
builder in this city and Wyandotte told 
me recently that if they could get raw 
materials under free trade conditions, as in Eng- 
land, pet would be perfectly willing to engage in 
competition with the ship-builders on the Clyde. 
This isa 7 good illustration of the effect of pro- 
tective tariff. While a few industries make for a 
time—and only for a time—undue profits, other in- 
dustries, whose raw materials are taxed, suffer and 
are being extinguished. An agricultural imple- 
ment manufactory failed here which, if it nad been 
able to get its raw material at fair competitive 
prices, would probably have been flourishing to-day. 

George W. Moore, of Detroit, manufacturer of 
charcoal pig-iron at Leland, Mich., made an argu- 
ment in favor of retaining the existing duties on 
pig-iron. He said that there was but a very small 
margin of profit in the manufacture of charcoal 
pig-iron—only just enough to enable manufac- 
turers to continue to do business and pay the 
present wages for labor. Any reduction of the ex- 
isting rates of duty would necessitate either 
a reduction of wages, which would cause 
dissatisfaction, hardship, and poverty, or else the 
closing of the furnaces, with the consequences of 
idle workmen, idle furnaces, idle capital, and poor 
markets for neighboring farmers. He asserted that 
more money was paid for the labor entering into 
charcoal pig-iron (trom mine to market) than the 
entire cost of the British iron laid down on 
the wharves of New-York, not including duty 
and eommissions; that the cost was from $14 
to $16 per ton, including freight, while the average 
cost of the labor alone which went into a ton of 
charcoal pig-iron in this country was $16 68. In 
conclusion he urged that no changes be recom- 
mended. Under the present tariff, or in spite of it, 
the State of Michigan had advanced ina score of 
vears from backwoods poverty and rudeness 
to a condition of the highest prosperity. 
It stood first in the production of iron ore, char- 
coal, pig-iron, copper, salt, and lumber, and of 
value per acre of agricultural products. The total 
annual value here of agricultural products 
equaled that of the production of precious metals 
in the United States, and her vessel tonnage was 
greater than that of any other State away from 
the seaboard. That progress he believed to be due 
to the encouragement of home industries. 

Mr. Underwood—Is the present duty of $7 per 
ton on pig-iron necessary, in view of the difference 
of wages, to put the American iron manufacturer 
on a plane of equality with European manufaoc- 
turers? 

Mr. Moore- se a pr 

Mr. Underwood—And any reduction of duty 
would necessitate a corresponding reduction of 
wages? 

Mr. Moore—The manufacturer could not stand 
any reduction. He would have to shut up his fur- 
nace unless the laborer submitted to a correspond- 
ing reduction in wages. 

Mr. Kenner—What effect on your business would 
the readoption of the reciprocity treaty with Can- 
ada have? 

Mr. Moore—Personally we might profit by it by 
getting cheaper iron ore from Canada, but on the 
whole I should regard it as adverse to the inter- 
ests of the State. 

John Burt, of Detroit, made an argument in 
favor of changing the existing duties on iron ore 
from an ad valorem rate to a spevific rate of 80 
cents or $1 perton. He also expressed the opinion 
that the renewal of the reciprocity treaty would be 
injurious to the general interests of the State. He 
thought that the sentiment of the people of Detroit 
was adverse to it, 

Thomas D. Hawley, maltster, pointed out the 
anomaly and injustice of admitting Canadian malt 
at less duty than its raw material, barley. 

William T. Jennings, a retired Broadway tallor. 
declaimed against the miserable material out. of 
which the clothes of the poor are made, and urged 
as ase the opening of the markets of the 
worid, 

At the afternoon session a plea for the benefit of 
manufacturers of soda ash and paper was made 
by Clark Cornwell, of Ypsilanti, Mich. He wished 
a duty of $10 or $15 a tom on soda ash, and argued 
that the greatest drawback to paper manufactur- 
ers in this country is the existence ef ‘the wood- 
pulp and other patents. % 

Sheldon G. Kellogg, of Detroit, made an argu- 
ment in favor of a reciprocity treaty with Canada. 

Dennis T. Ryan, of Detroit, a manufacturer of 
knit goods, argued in favor of a reduction of the 
duties on such goods from 35 to 17 per cent., and of 
the abolition of the duty on wool. Then he would 
have a foreign market for his goods, whereas now 
he has none, and goods which he now sells for $4 
he could then sel for $3. 

Mr. Hayes—Why would yon not let the wool- 
grower have protection as well as yourself? 

Mr. Ryan—We are satisfied to have all duty on 
our pecs removed if it be also removed from 
wool. 

At 4 o’clock P. M. the commission adjourned, to 
meet at Indianapolis to-morrow.

PRESIDENT ARTHUR AT SQUANTUM

HE TAKES KINDLY TO CLAMS—WHAT THE 
SQUANTOUM CLUB IS. 

Provipencr, Sept. 1.—Ihe steamer Des- 
patch, with the President and party, anchored off 
Squantum, three miles below this city, at 12:45 
o’clock to-day. The President landed and was 
greeted by a salute of 21 guns. He was received 
by Senator Anthony, who introduced him to Capt. 
Shubael Cady, President of the Squantum Club.

The club has the exclusive owner- 
ship of Squantum Island, and the members have 
expended $60,000 in so improving tne island that it is 
one of the most beautiful spots within many miles 
of this place. The principal building is the club- 
house. There are also a dining-hall, billiard hall, 
bowling-alley. stables, and pretty summer-houses 
located on the highest rocks. Very few residents 
of Providence have seen the beauties of Squantum, 
for a law of the club permits no person not a 
member to visit the place, by invitation or other- 
wise, if he resides within four miles of the flag- 
staff on the club-house. The Squantum Club is, of 
eourse, composed of wealthy members, and it is a 
common occurrence for men representing from $20,- 
000,000 to $50.000,000 to meet at table in the dining- 
hall. To “drive dull care away” is the special 
feature of the association, and any man who 
speaks of business on Squantum Island, or “ talks 
politics” is promptly reproved.

At the City Hall the 
Mayor held a reception, and for an hour the Presi- 
dent was engaged in shaking the hands of the peo- 
ple, who passed before himinaconstant stream, 
members of the State Legislature and of the 
City Council, and State and city officials 
coming first, and after them the citizens 
generally. At the end of the hour the 
gates of the City Hall were closed, although 
there was still a large crowd outside the building 
anxious to shake hands with the chief magistrate 
of the Nation. After the reception the party re- 
tired to the Mayor's office, where large bouquets 
were presented to President Arthur and Secretaries 
Frelinghuysen and Chandler. They then drove 
around by the Brown University to the Hope Club, 
where the President and party were received in- 
formally and a fine collation served. 

About 7:30 o’clock the party returned to New- 
port on the United States steamer Dispatch, where 
they will remain over night. To-morrow the Pres- 
ident leaves Newport for Nantucket and Boston. 
President Arthur has not yet decided upon his 
proposed visit to the North-west, and there is 
a strong probability that it will be abandoned 
altogether for the present. He has had a trying 
year, and, while not iil, he feels its effects. He has 
had in Rhode Island afew days of salt air, and 
after visiting Washington will go the mountains 
for a week or two. 


Newport, Sept. 1.—The President’s trip to 
Providence and Squantum had an unpleasant end- 
ing to-night. The Despatch left Providence at 8 
o’clock with two Rhode Island pilots in charge of 
the vessel. The night was calm, but a thick fog 
hung over the river and bay. All went 
well until the vessel was within a _ mile 
and a half of Newport, when the steamer grounded 
hard and fast just off Rose Island. No sea was 
running, and at the time the accident occurred a 
dead calm prevailed. The vessel grounded so 
easily that no excitement atall was occasioned, 
and the party took the affair more as 
a joke than anything serious. The steamer spent 
an hour in fruitless efforts to get off, and the Presi- 
dent and party then decided to come 
ashore in the launch. This was _ successful- 
ly accomplished, and the launch reached 
the landing here at 12:30. The President 
later returned to the Despatch, which will un- 
doubtedly come off at high tide in the morning 
without injury and proceed East on thetrip. The 
party on the Despatch were President Arthur, his 
son, Secretary Frelinghuysen, Miss Frelinghuysen, 
Capt. Selfridge, United States Navy; J. N. A. Gris- 
wold, Mrs. J, C. Green, Mrs. Selfridge, Major Fer- 
guson, of the Fish Commission; S. B. French, and 
Mr. Burrill, of New-York. 


LAWN-TENNIS AT NEWPORT. 
nis icin coven 
FINE PLAY ON THE THIRD DAY OF THE TOUR- 
NAMENT AT THE CASINO. 
Newport, Sept. 1.—The third day of the 
national lawn-tennis tournament at the Casino was 
attended by the largest gathering of the week. 
The day was sultry, and the sky was at times ob- 
scured by clouds, from which, late in the after- 
noon, came a drizzling rain that closed the day’s 
play. The opening match was the fifth round of 
the singles, in which Edward Gray, of Boston, was 


pitted against C. M. Clark, of the Young America 
Club, Philadeiphia. Sears, of Boston, drew a bye. 
Clark played a steady and remarkably careful game, 
winning two straight sets and retiring Gray, who 
must content himself with third prize. Gray is a 
brilliant, but erratic, player, and to-day he went to 
pieces most astonishingly. Ue is, perhaps,on the 
whole, a better player than Clark, but he fails in 
carefulness, preparing always to attempt to kill a 
ball at once. which he more frequently loses than 
gains. To-morrow Clark will stand against Sears, 
the present champion, and decide the champion- 
ship. It is the general opinion that Sears will again 
carry off the honors, The scores to-day were 6, 3, 
and 6,2 in Clark’s favor. Next was called the 
second round in the pairs. Dwight and Sears, 
of Nahant, beat Powell and Johnson with scores of 
6, 5 and 6,1. Van Rensselaer and Newbold, of 
Philadelphia, beat Conover and Miller, of Newark, 
N. J., 6,5; 4,6,and 9,7. C. M. Clark ana Taylor, 
of Philadelphia, defeated Thorn and Glyn, of 
Staten Islana, by scores of 6, 4 and 6, 0. Nightingale 
and Smith, of Providence, beat J. S. Clark and 
Dixon, of Philadelphia, 6, 2; 1, 6, and 6,3. Inthe 
third round Dwight and Sears beat Clark and 
Taylor, the scores being 6,4 and 6, 1. To-morrow 
Nightingale and Smith will play Van Rensselaer 
and Newbold, and the winners will try conclusions 
with Sears and Dwight for the championship. 

The feature of the play to-day was the contest 
between Van Rensselaer and Newbold, and Miller 
and Conover. Each side won a set, and the third 
required 16 games to decide the winner, as it was a 
vantage set. Van Rensselaer’s service was remark- 
ably strong, and his net playing was unexcelled, 
while Newbold wasa brilliant fielder. Conover 
and Miller are both good individual players, and 
they worked together with great steadiness. To- 
day’s games were unusually close, and the sides 
were very evenly balanced. The numerous fine 
rallies were heartily applauded by the several hun- 
dred ladies and gentlemen who watched every 
movement of the contest during the hour it con- 
tinued. The last set was most exciting, when 
game after game was added to the score, until the 
Philadelphians captured the fifteenth and six- 
teenth games and the sets, after the hardest 
fought fight of the tournament. The surprise of 
the day was the defeat of Clark and Taylor, who 
have been the champions for the last two years, by 
Dwight and Sears in two straight sets. The Bos- 
tonians are in capital form, and it looks as if Sears 
and Dwight would win the championship.

A RUN OF EIGHT MILES—-THE BRUSH AWARD- 
ED TO MASTER BALDWIN. 

NeEwponrt, Sept. 1.—The riders of the Queens 
County Hunt assembled this afternoon at the Four 
Corners, in Middletown, and a fine, drizzling rain 
accompanied themin their eight-mile run across 
country. The attendance of spectators was ao- 
cordingly small. Mr. Fairman Rogers, of Phila- 
delphia, was present with his four-in-hand, and 
there were about 20 other carriages grouped at the 
start.

JACOB SEEBACHER'S $10 


HE EX-SENATOR SUES AN OFFI- 
CER OF THE BROADWAY SQUAD. 
a REMINISCENCE OF THE DAYS WHEN THE 
EAST SIDE STATESMAN WAS AN OFFICE- 
HOLDER—SURPRISE CREATED BY HIS 
RUIT FOR 80 SMALL A SUM—HIS MEM- 
ORY GOOD ‘‘ SOMEDIMES.’”’ 

Among those who sat within the inner rail- 
Sng of the Fifth District Civil Court room in Clin- 
ton-street, near Grand, yesterday morning, were 
ex-Senator Jacob Seebacher, who was defeated 
Jast Fall by Senator Thomas F. Grady; ex-Senator 
Thomas C. E. Ecclesine, once known as the “silver- 
tongued” orator, and Louis Selig, a Hebrew, and a 
stalwart Police officer of the Broadway squad. 
‘Ward politicians were also plentiful. Civii Justice 
Alfred Steckler was on the bench attending to Jus- 
tice John Henry McCarthy's duties, the latter be- 
Ing absent from the City on his Summer vacation. 
After Justice Steckler had disposed of a large num- 
ber of landlord and tenant cases, he called 
the apparently ordinary case of ‘‘ Freund 
against Selig.” Ex-Senator Seebacher drew 
his chair nearer the counsel table, and 
Officer Selig, who was in full uniform, began to 
polish np his brass buttons, as a smile spread over 
his immense countenance. The plaintiff in the 
case, Emanuel M. Freund, appeared as his own 
pttorney, and the officer was represented by Coun- 
selor Henry G. Glass. According to the bill of par- 
ticulars furnished by the plaintiff, Officer Selig, in 
August, 1880, borrowed $10 from ex-Senator See- 
bacher, and refused to pay tbe money thus loaned 
when payment was due. The ex-Senator had as- 
signed his claim to Mr. Freund, the plaintiff. Many 
of the spectators, who supposed that ex-Senator 
(Seebacher was possessed of a tortune, wondered 
jthat he should have instituted a suit for the recov- 
ery of so small an amount as $10, but those who 
claimed to be acquainted with his circumstances 
said that he is now “broke.”” The ex-Senator was 


the first witness called. He testified that some 
time in October, 1880, he loaned $10 to Officer Selig, 
and that the money had never been returned. He 
bad assigned bis claim to Mr. i’reund. The officer’s 
counsel was very much inclined to laugh, and had 
difficulty in suppressing his merriment when he 
asked the ex-Senator whether he was sure he Joaned 
the money to Officer Selig in October, 1880. The 
Senator replied in the affirmative, notwithstanding 
the fact that the bill of particulars set forth that 
the loan was effected in August. The ex-Senator 
‘was positive that he gave Officer Selig a ten-dollar 
gold piece. He stepped from the stand and re- 
sumed his seat near the counsel table. 

Counselor Glass quickly called Officer Selig. The 
defendaut took a seat in the witness chair, and tes- 
tified that about two years ago there was a politi- 
cal meeting at No. 413 Grand-street. Those in at- 
tendance were called upon to contribute toward 
paying the expenses of a procession. He said loud 
enough to be heard by everybody present, “I'll 
give $5.’ Thereupon Mr. Scebacher, who was 
then a State Senator, said, ‘‘No you won't; we 
want $10 from you.”’ The officer replied: ‘‘lcan’t 

ay it,”, and Senator Seebacher interrupted with, 
** Well, I'!l pay it for you.”’ The ofhcer said: “I'm 
much obliged to you, Senator; you’ve got 
more money than I[ have.” The officer 
insisted that he never received so much 
as a single cent from Senator Seebacher. He 
supposed the Senator paid $19 for him toward the 
expenses of the procession. ‘The officer furcher in- 
sisted that he never promised tv return the $10 to 
the Senator, and added, *' I was bothered so much 
lately by him for that mouey that I wrote to him, 
‘If lowe you any money, I will pay it.’’’ Officer 
Selig then arose and walked across the court-room. 
His lawyer called W. T. Jones as the next witness. 
**Hold on, here,”’ shouted the plaintiff and attor- 
ney, Mr. Freund, “is this case being run for the 
defense alone? I waut to ask that man some 
questions.” Officer Selig resumed his seat 
in the witness chair, and Mr. Freund 
said: “Do you remember the exact lan- 
guage which passed between you and Sen- 
autor Seebacher’’ Ex-Senator Seebacher tugged 
at Mr. Freund’s coat sieeve, and whispered to 
him. Then Mr. Freund biandly said, “That will 
do, officer.”’ In reply te questions put by Justice 
Steckler the officer said that the money paid by 
Senator Seebacher was not necessary to establish 
his (the officer’s) membership. He had become a 
mwember oi the organization four or five weeks be- 
fore that time, He did not object to the Senator's 
payment of the $10 for him. Te his own counsel 
the officer said that it was optional with the mem- 
bers to pay or not to pay contributions for the ex- 
penses of the procession. There were about 2,000 
members of the organization. ‘‘ Gentlemen hold- 
ing offices,”’ added the officer, ‘‘ were expected to 
contribute."’ ** Were you an office-holder at that 
time?” inquired Mr. Freund. ** Yes, sir,’’ was the 
reply, ‘‘ I was an officer of the Proadway squad.” 

Mr. W.T. Jones was called by the defendant’s 
counsel. Mr. Jones said that he lives at No. 40 
Suffolk-street, and is a cooper. He testified that 
he was present when Senator Seebacher refused to 
accept $5 from Officer Selig. The time was Sep- 
tember, 1880. [The ex-Senater said it was October, 
and the bili of particulars fixed August as the time. ] 
There was a meeting of the Tammany Hall Gen- 
eral Committee at No. 413 Grana-street, and Dem- 
verats of all the factions had been invited fo at- 
tend in the interests of peace and barmony. 
Edward .McCue, Presided. Everybody was 
asked to contribute something, and amounts 
from $1 to $50 were paid in. Officer 
Selig said. “Ili give $5," and the then Senator 
Seebacher shouted: **No you won't; we want $10 
from you.’’ The officer replied that he could not 
pay that amount. Senator Seebacher said that he 
would pay the $10 for the officer, and the latter, 
after expressing his thanks, said to witness: ** Let’s 

o and get adrink; I’m $5in.”” Mr. Freund took 

r. Jones iu hand, and undertook to prove that 
his testimony bad been prearranged. The witness 
‘was asked whether he had not consulted with 
Officer Selig and ex-Justice Timothy J. Campbell 
‘upon the subject, and the witness replied that he 
had had no conferences with those gentlemen or 
any others regarding the matter. Mr. Freund desired 
to know whether there was not considerable con- 
versation in progress at the time Senator See- 
bacher ** loaned”’ $10 to the officer. Mr. Jones re- 
plied with the air of one familiar with his subject: 

*When people are taking ur an assessment in a 
political meeting there is very little conversation 
going on.”” Mr. Freund smiled and remarked, 
*Things of that sort must have undergone a great 
hange recently.”’ ‘ What kind of an examination 
is this?” thundered Officer Selig’s lawver. The 
court-room was as quiet as the Morgue for a mo- 
ment. Then the counsel on both sides struggled 
with the witness about the size of the room in 
Grand-street, and wrangled over other matters of 
slight importance. Ex-Senator Seebacher was re- 
called. He testified that Officer Selig called him 
into the privacy of acorner of the room and said: 
**T want to contribute something like everybody 
else. Loan me $10.’ Then he (witness) gave the 
officer the money, and the officer promised to re- 
turn it on his next ‘‘pay day.’’ “ He spoken to 
me, Ispoken to him, and him and me spoken to- 
gother,”’ added the ex-Senator emphatically. 

At this point the ex-Senator displayed a letter, 
and Justice Steckler said: ‘‘Has that letter any 
bearing on this case %’ The ex-Senator replied that 
jt had and that he would introdace it at the proper 
time. Justice Steckler suggested that the “‘ proper 
time” had arrived. The ex-Senator laughed like a 
man who has; just won a heavy wager on a horse- 
race. He held the letter aloft and, looking at the 
officer, said: ‘It’s agood vun. I don’a beleef any 
man in dis room can read it. It vould gif away de 
finest in de world preddy bad.” The ex-Senator 
then put the letter in his pocket. Officer Se- 
lig’s counsel inquired whether the ex-Senator 
had a good memory. The statesman replied 
somewhat indignantiy, **Somedimes.’’ The coun- 
sel thereupon bade adieu to the witness, 
and, addressing the court, said that it 
Was very evident that the $10 paid by ex-Senator 
Seebacher, if paid at all, was a ‘‘naked donation,” 
and that Officer Selig was not indebted to him. 
Mr. Freund next addressed the court, and spoke of 
the expansion of Police officers consciences. He 
referred to the fact that Mr. Seebacher had been a 
member of the Assembly and a State Senator, and 
asked whether any one would believe it possible 
that he woula commit perjury for the paltry sum 
of $10. A coterie of ward politicians in the court- 
room grimly smiled. Mr. Freund closed by saving 
that there could beno doubt that Officer Selig. 
knowing that ex-Senator Seebacher was a “ hail 
fellow well met,” borrowed the $10 from him. At 
that time the officer might have borrowed a much 
larger sum from the same gentleman. Justice 
Steckler took the papers snd reserved his decision.

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MISFORTUNES ON THE OCEAN. 


WATER-LOGGED VESSELS, YELLOW FEVER, 
AND DEATHS AT SEA. 


The bark Annie Reed, of New-York, Capt. 
Crowell, arrived at Lower Quarantine yesterday 
morning with the crew of the brig George W. 
Chase, which was abandoned in the Gulf of Mexi- 
co on the 18th ult. in a water-logged condition, but 
as there were several oases of yellow fever on board 
the bark, both rescuers and rescued were quaran- 
tined by the Health Officer. The Annie Reed left 
Pensacola for this port with a cargo of pine lumber 
on Aug. Is. She met with fine weather, and during 
the-night of the 18th was in latitude 25° 20’ and 


longitude &4° 2’. The watch on deck observed a 
vessel to leeward which was evidently in distress. 
The latter was headed in the same direction as the 
bark, which soon came within hailing distance 
of her. The stranger proved to be the 
brig George W. Chase, Capt. Lang, bound from 
Appalachicola for Washington with a cargo of tim- 
ber. Sho was partially dismasted and had be- 
come water-logged. Capt. Lang said that his ves- 
sel was almost unmanageable, and that he and his 
crew wished to abandon her. Capt. Crowell re- 
plied that he did not have a large supply of pro- 
visions, but he would do the best he could for the 
brig’s crew. Capt. Lang promised to bring some 
of the brig's provisions with him. A boat was 
lowered, and Capt. Lang, his mate, and six men, 
the entire crew of the brig, abandoned her, saving 
a few sails, some of the provisions, the ship's pa- 
pers and instruments, and a portion of the cloth- 
ing of the men. When abandoned the wreck up- 
peared about to break up. Capt. Lang stated that 
a few days after leaving Appalachicola he was 
caught in aviolent gale. The brig was partially 
dismasted and she spranga leak. The seas were 
very high and swept everything movable from 
the decks. Although the pumps were manned and 
kept constantly going, the leak gained on the men 
until the hold was entirely full of water. The brig 
became water-logged, and it was decided to aban- 
oe He on the very day that the Annie Reed was 
sighted. 

The additional hands on the Reed proved them- 
selves useful, for yellow fever broke out among 
the sailors of the bark. On the 25th Peter Peter- 
son, a Norwegian sailor, died of this disease, and 
was buried at sea. Three more of the men were 
taken sick with the fever, and had not recovered 
when Quarantine was reached yesterday. These 
meu will be transferred to the hospital, and the 
others will probably be obliged to remain on 
board the vessel for a day or two longer. The 
George W. Chase was owned by Jacob E. Ridge- 
way, of Portland. She was built at Harpswell, 
Me., in 1864, and was thoroughly repaired in 1881. 
She measured 286 tons, and was brigantine rigged. 

Another vessel on which there was sickness 
reached Quarantine yesterday. This was the bark 
Chelmsford, Capt. Dix, which left Aspinwall for 
Turk’s Island in ballast on July 26. Soon after 
leaving port several of the crew were taken with 
the “* breakbone”’ fever, which is something similar 
to yellow fever. Five of the crew were inca- 
pacitated for duty owing to'this disease. The vessel 
encountered unfavorable winds and got out of ber 
course. Capt. Dix concluded that he could secure 
better medical assistance here than at Turk’s Isl- 
and and he a perhges put into this port. Some 
of his men will probably be sent to the hospital. 

Two abandoned wrecks were reported as having 
been passed by the bark Forrest and the ship 
Washington. both of which arrived here yester- 
day. Capt. Cunningham, of the Forrest, which js 
from Rotterdam, says that in latitude 45° 24’ and 
longitude 25° he fell in with the ship Sara, which 
haa been abandoned and was water-logged for- 
ward. Only a few of her yards were standing, and 
everything had been swept from her decks. Pieces 
of hard pine, of which the cargo evidently con- 
sisted, were sticking out of thestern. In latitude 
44° 25’ and longitude 57° the Forrest was caught in 
a hurricane of 10 hours’ duration, which she 
weathered in safety.: The Washington, which is 
from Bremen, passed a vessel of about 300 tons, 
floating bottom upward, on Aug. 1, in latitude 
27° 10’ and longitude 34° 16’. 

Mr. Marshall, the mate of the Washington, was 
in charge of that vessel on her arrival. He states 
that on Aug. 5 Capt. George Martin, the master of 
the ship, died sudaenly of heart disease. His re- 
mains were sewed up in canvas, and after Mr. Mar- 
shail had read a burial service over them they 
were launched overboard. The ship was hove to, 
with her flag at half-mast in the meantime. 
Thomas:Dunham's Nephew & Co., of No. 68 South- 
street, the owners of the Washington. speak very 
highly of Capt. Martin, who was an old American 
ship master of great experience. 

Capt. Cobb, of the schooner Belle Russell, which 
arrived from Jacksonville yesterday, reports that 
on the 28th, in latitude 38° 40’ and longitude 73° 43’, 
a heavy north-easterly gale was encountered. 
While furling the flying jib Henry Conan, a colored 
sailor, fell overboard. Owing to the storm, no as- 
sistance could be offered him and he was lost. 

Capt. Vaughan, of the British ship, Lizzie Ross, 
which arrived from Havre yesterday, reports that 
on Aug. 24 when on this side of the Newfoundland 
Banks a heavy gale from east-south-east set in and, 
shitting to west, continued for 12 hours. The ship 
was put under lower topsails and foresail, buta 
heavy squall carried away all of these sails. 
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GOOD SHOOTING AT CREEDMOOR. 
TOE AMERICAN MILITARY TEAM MAKE SOME 
REMARKABLE SCORES. 

The wind, weather, and atmosphere were 
favorable for shooting on the Creedmoor range 
yesterday, and as a result the American military 
team, who are to contest the international honors 
with the Britons, made some remarkable scores at 
all the ranges. At the short distances—200, 
500, and 600 yards—the highest scores were 
made by Smith and Ogden, who each 
tallied 96 out of a possible 105. Shakspeare 
aiso made a score of 93 at the same distances, and 


Hinman 91. Griffith was detained in the City dur- 
ing the morning, and did not shoot at the short 
ranges. In the afternoon Mr. Hinman was obliged 
to leave for Boston on a matter of business, and 
consequently, he did not practice at the long 
ranges.

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A DEPUTY MARSHAL DEAD. 
Deputy United States Marshal William 
Wattles, of United States Marshal Knox’s staff, 
died on Thursday night at his residence, No. 134 
East Twentv-eighth-street, of acute pneumonia.

Visitors who called at Mr. Selden’s house, in 
Carlton-avenue, Brooklyn, yesterday to congratu- 
late the parents on the recovery of the child Lizzie 
from the hands of her abductor, or from mere idle 
curiosity to see the little one whose fate during the 
past few days excited snch wide-spread interest, 
were intormed that the family had gone out of 
town. The Seldens will remain away until the ex- 
citement over the affair has died out. No re- 
liable information has yet been obtained as 


to the manner in which Maggie Keppel 
spent the days, or as to the places which she vis- 
ited between the time she took the child and her 
arrest. ‘Lizzie herself can give no connected ac- 
count of her wandérings. She only knows that 
she had to walk through a great many streets and 
was very tired. The Police are apparently anx- 
ious te have the public believe that the woman 
isinsane. They have practically given up work on 
the case, and do not seem to think it necessary to 
ascertain how it came about that the people who 
claimed that they saw the woman who kidnapped 
Lizzie Selden all agreed in describing a person not 
in the least like Maggie Keppel. 

The Brooklyn Police foree, for the time being, 
has resolved itself into a great mutual admiration 
society. Police Commissioner Jourdan congratu- 
lates Superfmtendent Campbell, and the latter in 
turn congratulates his subordinates, on the suc- 
cessful outcome of their labors in the Selden case. 
No note is taken of the fact that the kidnapper 
crossed a Brooklyn ferry, supposed to be vigilantly 
watched by officers specially instructed to look out 
for her, without suffering any impediment at the 
hands of the Police. Superintendent Campbell, 
when spoken to about the matter by a Times’s re- 

orter, intimated that there might have 

een some jealousy of the Brooklyn offi- 
cers on the part of the Jersey City Police. 
Inspector Jewett had offered to place Brooklyn 
men at all the Jersey ferries, but the offer was re- 
fused. The alleged jealousy of the Jersey Police, 
however, would not account for the remissness 
which permitted the woman having the stolen 
child with her to cross a Brooklyn ferry and reach 
her home without being intercepted. It has also 
been noticed that although much _ § im- 
portance was attached to the facts fur- 
nished by Charles McLaughlin, no Police 
watch was set on the house in Park-avenue. The 
Police apparently trusted altogether to McLaugh- 
lin’s vigilance. He, however, went home and 
went to bed. Maggie Keppel. if she had 
been so minded, could have left the house 
with the child before morning without molesta- 
tion from the Police. Had she done so she could 
have gone almost anywhere with impunity, 
because the Police believed that she was in Jersey 
City, and so surrounded that she could not leave it 
without tneir knowledge. No charges of neglect 
of duty have been preferred against the officers 
stationed at the ferry, nor has the command- 
ing officer of the Fourth Precinct been called 
on to explain why he failed to have tne 
house at No. 122 Park-avenue watched. 
If, as the Police claim, and no dount with trath, 
Maggie was seen in Jersey City by several people 
who spoke with her early on Tuesday morning and 
again on Wednesday morning and afternoon, there 
was ample time to correct the first utterly 
inaccurate description and place in the 
hands of the men stationed at the ferries 
a correct description. No pains were taken, 
however, to send out such a_ corrected 
description. The statement was made in one of 
the local papers yesterday that Police Commis- 
sioner Jourdan and Superintendent Campbell had 
received hundreds of letters congratulating them 
onthe work done by the Police on the case, but 
the belief is pretty general outside the Police De- 
partment that the authors of these letters—if, in- 
deed, any such were sent—confined their reading 
of the case to the head-lines announcing the find- 


ing of the child. 


THE IRISH SKIRMISHING FUND. 
TRUSTEES DEVOY AND BRESLIN DECLINE TO 
TREAT WITH THE INQUIRY COMMITTEE. 
J.J. Breslin and John Devoy, upon whom 
Chairman Cromiep, of the committee appointed 
to inquire after the Irish skirmishing fund, had 
promised to call at 8 o'clock last evening, were 
asked by a Times reporter yesterday afternoon 
whether they intended to receive the committee. 
Mr. Breslin said that Mr. Devoy and himself usual- 
ly left their office at 6 o'clock, and at that hour the 
building in which the office of the /riskh Nation was 
situated was locked up. The members of the 


committee, he thought, must have been aware of 
this fact, and purposely appointed an hour when 
they would not find any one inthe building. Any- 
how, neither he nor Mr. Devoy intended to wait 
for the committee. 

Mr. Devoy met Mr. Cromien and another tall 
man, whom he did not know, near the Post Office 
building. He told Mr. Cromien that he and the 
other Trustees held themselves amenable only to 
the officers of the Revolutionary Party. Mr. Cro- 
mien asked Mr. Devoy if he and the other Trus- 
tees would not agree to name a committee of in- 
quiry themselves, but Mr. Devoy replied that they 
would not because they were only accountable to 
the elected heads of the Revolutionary whats fl 
Even if a small knot of subscribers to the skirmish- 
ing fund did have a right todemand an account- 
ing, he remarked, ‘‘the dlackguardism displayed 
at the meeting last Sunday, and the threats of 
assassination, although idle and ridiculous,” were 
sufficient grounds for the Trustees to refuse to 
treat with the committee appointed by that meet- 
ing. Mr. Vevoy said that he recognized Mr. Cro- 
mien as an old friend, although he had kept away 
from the Revolutionary Party for some 14 years. 

Mr. Cromien stated that he haa gone to the 
the meeting and accepted a place on the commit- 
tee for the purpose of harmonizing matters. Mr. 
Devoy insisted that O’Donovan Rossa had called 
the meeting out of revenge and in order to throw 
dirty water upon the Trustees. That man, he said, 
had disgraced himself and had brought disgrace 
upon the National Party. Mr. Devoy thought it 
absurd for a number of men to hold a meeting and 
prefer charges, and then appoint a committee 
from among themselves to try those charges. He

BUSINESS EMBARRASSMENTS. 

Bradstreet’s Journal reports 110 failures in 
the United States for the past week, a decrease of 
22 fromthe vreceding week, and 6 more than the 
corresponding week last year. The Middle States 


had 24 failures, a decrease of 1; the New-England 
States 20, an increase of 5; the Southern States 18, 
adecrease of 1; the Western States 28, a decrease 
of 11; California and the Territories 20, a decrease 
of 14. Canada had 18, an increase of 5. In the 
principal trades the failures were as follows: 
Grocers, 21; liquors, 14; general traders, 12; manu- 
facturers, 9; shoes, 5; furniture, 4; coal, 3; dry 
goods, 8; tobacco and cigars, 2; hardware, 2; 
confectioners, 2; butchers, 2; banks and baukers, 
2; clothing, 1; fancy goods, 1; millinery, 1; hats, 
1; drugs, 1. 

Reports received in this City state that the Rock- 
fish Manufacturing Company, cotton goods, at 
Hope Mills, N. ¢., has failed, and is reported to 
have confessed judgment for $20,000. The com- 
pany was incorporated several years ago, with a 
paid-up capital of $100,000, the stockholders being 
mainly Northern men in New-Jersey and Philadel- 
phia. T. Campbejl Oakman was President. The 
concern, after it was first established, was gener- 
ally supposed to have been successful financially. 
Most of the goods manufactured were marketed in 
Philadelphia. There are several creditors in New- 
York for merchandise sold to the company, which 
also bad a general store at the mills. 
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ACCUSED OF ROBBING THEIR EMPLOYERS. 

Two young men, named Louis Michaels, of 
No. 343 East Fiftietn-street, and Charles Birnbaum,
